AN  ACT 

Relating  to  the  execution  of  trusts  by  corporations. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  all  cases  where  a 
corporation  is  or  shall  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  any 
trust,  the  president,  vice  president,  trust  officer,  secretary, 
treasurer  or  actuary  of  such  corporation,  shall  make  the 
usual  oath  or  affirmation  directed  to  be  taken  by  private  per¬ 
sons  in  such  other  like  cases.

No.  2. 

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  the  clerks  of  the  various  courts  of  quarter  sessions  and 
oyer  and  terminer  to  take  recognizances  and  bail,  and  approve 
bonds,  in  certain  cases.  * 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  clerks  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  courts  of  quarter  sessions  and  oyer  and  terminer  of  this 
commonwealth  shall  hereafter  have  authority,  in  all  cases,  ex¬ 
cepting  in  the  case  of  a  defendant  charged  with  treason, 
felonious  homicide  or  voluntary  manslaughter,  to  take  bail 
’and  recognizances,  and  approve  such  bonds  as  may  be  re¬ 
quired  by  law,  whenever  the  law  judge  or  judges,  and  asso¬ 
ciate  judges,  if  there  be  associate  judges,  shall  be  absent 
from  the  county  seat,  or  shall  be  unable  on  account  of  sick¬ 
ness  or  other  cause  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  their  office.

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No.  3. 

AN  ACT 

To  grant  the  consent  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  acquisition 
by  the  United  States  of  certain  lands  within  the  state,  and  border¬ 
ing  on  the  Ohio,  Monongahela  and  Youghiogheny  rivers,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  thereon  dams,  abutments,  locks,  lock  houses, 
offices  and  necessary  structures  for  the  construction  and  mainten¬ 
ance  of  slackwater  navigation  on  said  rivers,  and  ceding  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  the  same,  and  for  imposing  fines  and  penalties  for  wilful 
injuries  to  the  grounds,  buildings  and  appurtenances  acquired  un¬ 
der  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c .,  That  whenever  the  United 
States  shall  begin  the  improvements  of  the  Ohio,  Mononga¬ 
hela  and  Youghiogheny  rivers,  by  means  of  locks  and  per¬ 
manent  or  movable  dams,  or  dams  with  adjustable  chutes, 
the  consent  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  through  the  gov¬ 
ernor  thereof,  is  hereby  given  to  the  acquisition  by  the  United 
States,  by  the  purchase  or  by  condemnation,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  of  any  lands,  buildings  or  other  prop¬ 
erty  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  dams,  abut¬ 
ments,  locks,  lock  houses,  chutes  and  other  necessary  struc¬ 
tures  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  slackwater 
navigation  on  said  rivers  ;  and  the  said  United  States  shall 
have,  hold,  use  and  occupy  the  said  lands  or  lands,  build¬ 
ings  or  other  property,  when  purchased  or  acquired  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  this  act,  and  shall  exercise  jurisdiction  and  control 
over  the  same  concurrently  with  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  2.  If  the  United  States  shall  determine  to  take 
lands,  buildings  or  other  property  necessary  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  cannot  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  buildings  or  other 
property,  for  the  compensation  to  be  made  for  such  taking, 
the  court  of  common  pleas  having  jurisdiction  in  the  county 
where  such  lands,  buildings  or  other  property  are  situated, 
shall,  upon  application  by  either  the  United  States  or  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  one  in  behalf  of  either,  shall  appoint 
three  disinterested  freeholders,  who,  having  duly  qualified 
before  said  court,  and  having  given  such  public  notice,  and 
such  notice  to  owners  of  the  premises  to  be  viewed  and  ap¬ 
praised,  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  as  the  said  court 
may  direct,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of  com¬ 
pensation  to  be  paid  to  such  owner  or  owners,  who  shalL 
make  reports  to  said  court  of  their  award,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  the  term  next  after  their  appointment:  Provided, 
That  the  said  United  States  shall  not  be  authorized  to  take 
possession  of,  or  use  or  occupy,  the  lands,  buildings  or  other 
property  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  until 
the  amount  of  said  award  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  own¬ 
ers  thereof :  Provided  further,  That  the  said  court  may  set 
aside  the  report  of  said  viewers  upon  being  satisfied  that  the 
amount  of  said  warrant  is  excessive  or  insufficient :  And  pro¬ 
vided  further,  That  upon  the  application  of  any  party  a g- 
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grieved,  made  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  report 
of  the  viewers,  for  an  issue  to  try  the  facts  in  controversy 
between  the  respective  parties,  and  to  determine  the  amount 
of  compensation  due  for  property  condemned  and  taken,  or 
for  property  injured  or  destroyed  by  the  construction  or  en¬ 
largement  of  the  works  and  improvements  contemplated  by 
this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  award  said  issue  ; 
and  any  appeal  taken  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  signed  by 
the  party  or  parties  taking  the  same,  or  by  his  or  their  agent 
or  attorney,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  of  the 
party  appellant,  or  by  his  or  their  agent  or  attorney,  that  the 
same  is  not  taken  for  the  purpose  of  delay,  but  because  the 
affiant  firmly  believes  that  injustice  has  been  done. 

Section  3.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or 
maliciously  injure  any  of  the  lands,  buildings  or  other  prop¬ 
erty,  acquired  or  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty  dollars,  and  to  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  said 
offence  to  be  prosecuted  and  punished  in  any  court  of  com¬ 
petent  jurisdiction.

No.  4. 

AN  ACT 

To  create  a  five  per  cent,  loan  for  the  redemption  of  maturing  loans 

of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted ,  &c.,  That  the  governor  and  com¬ 
missioners  of  the  sinking  fund  be  and  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  borrow,  on  the  faith  of  the  commonwealth, 
in  such  amounts  and  upon  such  notice  not  less  than  thirty 
days,  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient  for  the  interest  of  the 
state,  eight  million  dollars,  and  issue  certificates  of  loan,  or 
bonds  of  the  commonwealth,  for  the  same,  bearing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States  of  America,  semi-annually,  on 
the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  day  of  August,  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  which  certificates  of  loans  or  bonds 
shall  be  registered,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  taxation 
whatever  for  state,  municipal  or  local  purposes  ;  and  the  loan 
hereby  authorized,  (eight  millions  of  dollars,)  shall  be  pay¬ 
able  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America,  at  any 
time  after  fifteen  years  and  within  twenty-five  years,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  governor  and  state  treasurer,  and 
countersigned  by  the  auditor  general,  and  to  be  transferable 
on  the  books  of  the  commonwealth,  at  the  office  of  the  Far¬ 
mers’  and  Mechanics’  National  Bank,  in  the  city  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  ;  the  proceeds  of  the  whole  of  this  loan,  including 
premiums,  et  cetera,  received  on  the  same,  shall  be  applied

Section  2.  The  bids  for  said  loan  shall  be  opened  in  the 
presence  of  the  governor  and  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund,  and  awarded  to  the  highest  bidder  :  Provided ,  That 
no  certificate  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be  nego¬ 
tiated  for  less  than  its  par  value. 

Section  3.  In  evidence  of  the  good  faith  of  the  bidder,  each 
proposal  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  deposit  of  five  per 
cent,  on  the  amount  bid  lor. 

Section  4.  Bonds  of  the  state  and  certificates  of  indebted¬ 
ness,  now  due  or  re-imbursable,  shall  be  receivable  in  pay¬ 
ment  of  said  loan,  under  such  regulation  as  the  commission¬ 
ers  of  the  sinking  fund  may  prescribe. 

Section  5.  That  all  trustees,  executors,  administrators, 
guardians,  agents,  treasurers,  committees  or  other  persons 
holding  in  fiduciary  capacity,  are  hereby  authorized  to  bid 
for  the  loan  authorized  by  this  act  to  be  issued,  and  to  sur¬ 
render  the  bonds  or  certificates  of  loans  held  by  them  at  the 
time  of  making  such  bid,  and  receive  the  bonds  authorized 
to  be  issued  by  this  act. 

Section  6.  Any  person  or  persons  standing  in  a  fiduciary 
capacity,  as  stated  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  who  may 
desire  to  invest  money  in  their  hands  for  the  benefit  of  the 
trust,  may,  without  any  order  of  court,  invest  the  same  in 
the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act,  at  a  rate  of 
premium  not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent. 

Section  7  That  all  existing  laws  or  portions  thereof,  in¬ 
consistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

No.  5. 

AN  ACT 

To  equalize  the  taxation  of  corporations  and  companies. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c  ,  That  hereafter,  except  in 
the  cases  of  building  associations,  banks,  savings  insti¬ 
tutions  and  foreign  insurance  companies,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president  or  treasurer  of  every  company,  now 
or  hereafter  incorporated  by  or  under  any  law  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth,  and  of  every  company  now  or  hereafter  incor¬ 
porated  by  any  other  state  and  doing  business  in  this 
commonwealth,  which  is  taxable  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  to  make  report  in  writing  to  the  auditor  general, 
annually,  in  the  month  of  November,  stating  specifically 
the  amount  of  capital  paid  in,  the  date,  amount  and  rate  per 
centum  of  each  and  every  dividend,  made  or  declared  by 
their  respective  corporations  during  the  year  ending  with 
the  first  Monday  in  said  month  ;  and  in  all  cases  where  any 
such  company  shall  fail  to  make  or  declare  any  dividend 
upon  either  its  common  or  preferred  stock,  during  the  year

ending  as  aforesaid,  or  in  case  the  dividend  or  dividends 
made  or  declared  upon  either  its  common  or  preferred  stock, 
during  the  year  ending  as  aforesaid,  shall  amount  to  less  than 
six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  the  said  common  or 
preferred  stock,  the  treasurer  and  secretary  thereof,  after  be¬ 
ing  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  to  do  and  perform  the  same  with 
fidelity,  according  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief, 
shall,  between  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  November  of 
each  year  in  which  no  dividend  has  been  made  or  declared, 
as  aforesaid,  or  in  which  the  dividend  or  dividends  made  or 
declared  upon  either  its  common  or  preferred  stock  amounted 
to  less  than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  said  com¬ 
mon  or  preferred  stock,  estimate  and  appraise  the  capital 
stock  of  such  company  upon  which  no  dividend  has  been 
made  or  declared,  or  upon  the  par  value  of  which  the  divi¬ 
dend  or  dividends  made  or  declared  amounted  to  less  than 
six  per  centum,  at  its  actual  value  in  cash,  not  less  however 
than  the  average  price  which  said  stock  sold  for  during  said 
year ;  and  when  the  same  shall  have  been  so  truly  estimated 
and  appraised,  they  shall  forthwith  forward  to  the  auditor 
general  a  certificate  thereof,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  their 
said  oath  or  affirmation,  by  them  signed,  and  attested  by  the 
magistrate  or  other  person  qualified  to  administer  the  same : 

Provided,  That  if  the  auditor  general  or  state  treasurer,  or  Auditor  general  ana 
either  of  them,  is  not  satisfied  with  the  valuation  so  made  Sakevafuatton^nS 
and  returned,  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  satisfied  witifap-" 
make  a  valuation  thereof,  and  to  settle  an  account  on  the  praisement. 
valuation,  so  by  them  made,  for  the  taxes,  penalties  and  in¬ 
terest  due  the  commonwealth  thereon  ;  and  any  corporation 
or  company  dissatisfied  with  such  settlement  may  appeal 
therefrom,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  appeals  Appeal  therefrom 
from  the  settlement  of  accounts  by  the  auditor  general  and  autll01i^ed- 
state  treasurer.  #  . 

Section  2.  That  if  the  said  officers  of  any  such  corpora- penalty  for  neglect 
tion  or  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  furnish  the  auditor  to  make  annual  re¬ 
general,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each 
and  every  year,  with  the  report  aforesaid,  or  the  report  and 
appraisement,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  required  by  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  accounting 
officers  of  the  commonwealth  to  add  ten  per  centum  to  the 
tax  of  said  corporation  or  company  for  each  and  every  year 
for  which  such  report  or  report  and  appraisement  were  not 
so  furnished,  which  percentage  shall  be  settled  and  collected 
with  the  said  tax  in  the  usual  manner  of  settling  accounts 
and  collecting  such  taxes  :  Provided,  That  if  the  officers  of  J'r^!^arter  tol)C> 
any  such  corporation  or  company  shall  intentionally  fail  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  for 
three  successive  years  the  auditor  general  shall  report  the 
fact  to  the  governor,  who,  if  he  shall  be  made  satisfied  that 
such  failure  was  intentional,  shall  thereupon  by  proclama¬ 
tion  declare  the  charter  of  said  corporation  or  company  for¬ 
feited,  and  its  chartered  privileges  at  an  end,  whereupon  the 
same  shall  cease,  end  and  be  determined.

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commonwealth,  or  now  or  hereafter  incorporated  by  any  other 
state  or  country,  and  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth, 
except  building  associations,  banks,  savings  institutions  and 
foreign  insurance  companies,  shall  be  subject  to  and  pay 
into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth,  annually  a  tax  to  be 
computed  as  follows,  namely  :  If  the  dividend  or  dividends 
made  or  declared  by  such  company  or  association,  during  any 
year  ending  with  the  first  Monday  in  November,  amount  to 
six  or  more  than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  its 
capital  stock,  then  the  tax  to  be  at  the  rate  of  one-half  mill 
upon  the  capital  stock  for  each  one  per  centum  of  dividend 
so  made  or  declared  ;  if  no  dividend  be  made  or  declared,  or 
if  the  dividend  or  dividends  made  or  declared  do  not  amount 
to  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  said  capital  stock, 
then  the  tax  to  be  at  the  rate  of  three  mills  upon  each  dollar 
of  a  valuation  of  the  said  capital  stock,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  and  in 
case  any  such  company  or  association  shall  have  more  than 
one  kind  of  capital  stock,  as  for  instance,  common  and  pre¬ 
ferred  stock,  and  upon  one  of  said  stocks  a  dividend  or  divi¬ 
dends  amounting  to  six  or  more  than  six  per  centum  upon 
the  par  value  thereof  has  been  made  or  declared,  and  upon 
the  other  no  dividend  has  been  made  or  declared  or  the  divi¬ 
dend  or  dividends  made  or  declared  thereon  amount  to  less 
than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  thereof,  then  the  tax 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one-half  mill  for  each  one  per  centum 
of  dividend  made  or  declared  upon  the  capital  stock  upon 
the  par  value  of  which  the  dividend  or  dividends  made  or 
declared  amount  to  six  or  more  than  six  per  centum,  and  in 
addition  thereto  tax  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  three 
mills  upon  each  dollar  of  a  valuation,  made  also  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  of  the 
capital  stock  upon  which  no  dividend  was  made  or  declared 
or  upon  the  par  value  of  which  the  dividend  or  dividends 
made  or  declared  did  not  amount  to  six  per  centum. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  or 
other  officer  having  charge  of  any  company  or  association, 
upon  which  a  tax  is  imposed  by  the  third  section  of  this  act, 
to  transmit  the  amount  of  said  tax  to  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealth,  within  fifteen  days  from  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  in  each  and  every  year ;  and  if  any  company 
or  association  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  tax  hereinbe¬ 
fore  required  to  be  paid,  the  directors,  managers  or  treasurer 
thereof,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally 
liable  in  their  individual  capacity  for  the  payment  thereof, 
and  the  same  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  state  treasurer  as  other  debts  of  like  amount  due 
the  commonwealth  are  recoverable  :  Provided,  That  the 
remedy  against  the  directors,  managers  or  treasurer,  in  their 
individual  capacity,  shall  not  prevent  the  commonwealth 
from  proceeding  against  the  corporation  by  any  process  pro¬ 
vided  by  law. 

Section  5.  That  every  railroad  company,  canal  company, 
steamboat  company,  slackwater  navigation  company,  trans¬ 
portation  company,  street  passenger  railway  company,  and 
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every  other  company  now  or  hereafter  incorporated  by  or 
under  any  law  of  this  commonwealth,  or  now  or  hereafter 
incorporated  by  any  other  state  and  doing  business  in  this 
commonwealth,  and  owning,  operating  or  leasing  to  or  from 
another  corporation  or  company  any  railroad,  canal,  slack- 
water  navigation,  or  street  passenger  railway  or  other  de¬ 
vice  for  the  transportation  of  freight  or  passengers,  or  in 
any  way  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  freight 
or  passengers,  and  every  telegraph  company  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  state  and  doing  business 
in  this  commonwealth,  and  every  express  company,  and  any 
palace  car  and  sleeping  car  company,  incorporated  or  unin¬ 
corporated,  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  shall  pay 
to  the  state  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth  a 
tax  of  eight-tenths  of  one  per  centum  upon  the  gross  receipts 
of  said  company  for  tolls  and  transportation,  telegraph  busi¬ 
ness  or  express  business  ;  the  said  tax  shall  be  paid  semi-an-  When  payal)le 
nually  upon  the  first  days  of  July  and  January  in  each  year, 
the  first  payment  to  be  due  on  the  first  day  of  July,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven  ;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  the  same,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer,  or  other  proper  officer  °f  statement  t0  be 
said  company,  to  transmit  to  the  auditor  general  a  statement,  made  to  auditor 
under  oath  or  affirmation,  of  the  amount  of  gross  receipts  0f  seneraL 
the  said  company,  derived  from  all  sources  during  the  preced¬ 
ing  six  months  ;  and  if  any  such  company  shall  neglect  or  re-  Penalty  for  negiect 
fuse  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  after  such  tax  becomes  due,  to  make  return  or 
to  make  said  returns  or  to  pay  the  same,  the  amount  thereof 
with  an  addition  of  ten  per  centum  thereto,  shall  be  collected 
for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth  as  other  taxes  are  recover¬ 
able  by  law  from  said  companies  :  Provided,  That  whenever  certain  receipts  net 
any  corporation  or  company,  liable  to  a  tax  on  gross  receipts  taxable* 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  possesses  and  exercises 
the  right  to  mine  or  purchase  and  sell  coal,  the  receipts  de¬ 
rived  purely  from  the  sale  of  coal  so  mined  or  purchased  by 
said  company  shall  not  be  taxed,  but  every  such  company 
shall  keep  an  account  of  the  said  coal  and  in  the  said  ac¬ 
count  shall  charge  itself  with  the  transportation  thereof,  at 
the  same  rates  as  are  charged  or  would  be  charged  by  the 
said  company  for  the  transportation  of  similar  freight  for 
other  companies  or  individuals,  and  the  sums  so  charged  for 
transportation  shall  be  returned  by  the  said  company  to  the 
auditor  general,  and  shall  be  taxed  as  a  part  of  the  gross  re¬ 
ceipts  of  said  company  :  And  provided  f  urther,  That  in  any  cases  where  works 
case  where  the  works  of  one  corporation  or  company  are  i^asecuStiopera- 
leased  to  and  operated  by  another  corporation  or  company,  ^dhy  oiher  corpo- 
the  taxes  imposed  by  this  section  shall  be  adjusted  between 
the  said  corporations  or  companies,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  their  respective  leases  or  agreements,  but  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  taxes  the  commonwealth  shall  first  look 
to  the  corporation  or  company  operating  the  works,  and  upon 
payment  by  the  said  company  of  a  tax  upon  the  entire  re¬ 
ceipts  derived  from  the  operation  thereof,  the  corporation  or 
company  from  which  the  said  works  are  leased  shall  not  be 
held  liable  under  this  section  for  any  tax  upon  the  propor- 
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tion  of  said  receipts  received  by  it  as  rental  for  the  use  of 
said  works. 

Section  6.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presi¬ 
dent,  secretary  or  other  proper  officer  of  each  and  every  in¬ 
surance  company  or  association,  incorporated  by  Or  under 
any  law  of  the  commonwealth,  except  companies  doing  busi¬ 
ness  upon  the  purely  mutual  plan  without  any  capital  stock 
or  accumulated  reserve,  and  purely  mutual  beneficial  asso¬ 
ciations  whose  fund  for  the  benefit  of  members,  their  fami¬ 
lies  or  heirs,  is  made  up  entirely  of  the  weekly  or  monthly 
contributions  of  their  members  and  the  accumulated  interest 
thereon,  to  make  report  in  writing  to  the  auditor  general, 
semi-annually,  upon  the  first  days  of  July  and  January  in 
each  year,  setting  forth  the  entire  amount  of  premiums  re¬ 
ceived  by  such  company  or  association  during  the  preceding 
six  months,  whether  the  said  premiums  were  received  in 
money  or  in  the  form  of  notes,  credits  or  any  other  substi¬ 
tute  for  money  ;  and  every  such  company  or  association  shall 
pay  into  the  state  treasury,  at  the  dates  aforesaid,  a  tax  of 
eight-tenths  of  one  per  centum  upon  the  gross  amount  of 
said  premium  :  Provided,  That  said  report  shall  be  made 
under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
accounting  officers  of  the  commonwealth  to  add  ten  per 
centum  to  the  account  of  any  company  or  association  whose 
officers  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  for  a  period  of  thirty  days, 
to  make  the  said  report  or  to  pay  into  the  state  treasury  the 
tax  imposed  by  this  section. 

Section  7.  That  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  third  section  of 
this  act  and  the  revenues  derived  therefrom,  shall  be  as¬ 
signed  to  the  sinking  fund  of  this  commonwealth,  and  all 
other  taxes  imposed  by  this  act,  and  the  revenues  derived 
therefrom,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  ordinary 
and  current  expenses  of  the  government. 

Section  8.  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately, 
and  that  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  inconsistent  herewith,  and 
the  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  an  act, 
entitled  “An  Act  for  the  taxation  of  corporations, ”  approved 
the  twenty-fourth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed,  saving,  reserving  and  excepting  unto  the  common¬ 
wealth  the  right  to  collect  any  taxes  accrued  or  accruing  un¬ 
der  the  said  laws,  parts  of  laws  and  sections,  or  any  of  them, 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  act.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.f  That  an  appropriation  of 
three  thousand  dollars  be  made  to  the  harbor  master  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  for  the  pay  of  salary  of  deputies,  rent  of  office, 
fuel  and  stationery,  and  one  messenger,  for  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven.

AN  ACT. 

Relating  to  the  operations  of  the  United  States  coast  survey  in  the 

state  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  1.  Beit  enqcted,  &c.,  That  any  person  employed 
under  and  by  virtue  of  any  act  of  congress  of  the  United  nfunited states01 
States,  passed  the  tenth  day  of  February,  Anno  Domini  enter uJSnTarfd,5* 
eighteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  of  the  supplements  thereto,  and  erect  works, 
or  under  the  direction  of  congress,  to  form  a  geodetic  con¬ 
nection  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  and  to  fur¬ 
nish  triangulation  points  for  state  surveys,  may  enter  upon 
lands  within  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  exploring,  triangu¬ 
lating,  leveling,  surveying,  and  of  doing  any  other  work 
which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  said 
laws,  and  may  erect  any  works,  stations,  buildings  and  ap¬ 
pendages  requisite  for  that  purpose,  doing  no  unnecessary 
injury  thereby. 

Section  2.  If  the  parties  interested  cannot  agree  upon  the  Damages, 
amount  to  be  paid  for  damages  caused  thereby,  either  of 
them  may  petition  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  the  county 
in  which  the  land  is  situated,  which  court  shall  appoint  a 
time  for  a  hearing  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  order  at  least 
fourteen  days’  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  and  with  or 
without  a  view  of  the  premises,  as  the  court  may  determine, 
hear  the  parties  and  their  witnesses,  and  assess  damages. 

Section  3.  The  party  so  entering  upon  land  may  tender  to  Tender  of  amends 
the  party  injured  amends  therefor,  and  if,  in  case  of  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  by  the  party  injured,  the 
damages  finally  assessed  do  not  exceed  the  amount  tendered, 
the  party  making  said  application  shall  not  recover  costs, 
otherwise  the  prevailing  party  shall  recover  costs. 

Section  4.  The  costs  to  be  allowed  in  all  such  cases,  shall  costs, 
be  the  same  as  allowed  according  to  rules  by  the  court. 

Section  5.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  deface,  injure  or  re-  Punishment  for  in- 
move  any  signal  monument,  building  or  other  property  of  the  junng  works- 
United  States  coast  survey,  constructed  or  used  under  or  by 
virtue  of  the  acts  of  congress  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  shall  be  lia- 
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ble  for  damages  sustained  by  the  United  States  in  consequence 
of  such  defacing,  injury  or  removal,  or  be  recovered  in  ac¬ 
tion  on  the  case  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted ,  (&c.,  That  all  aldermen  or  justices 
of  the  peace,  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  , 
February  next,  or  in  any  year  thereafter,  whose  terms  of  of¬ 
fice  would  under  existing  laws  expire  prior  to  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  of  May,  shall  continue  in  office  from  the  date  at  which 
said  term  would  otherwise  expire  until  the  first  Monday  of 
May  next  ensuing  thereto. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  of  the 
proper  ward,  district,  borough  or  township  to  give  at  least 
twenty  days’  notice,  by  advertisement  preceding  the  elec* 
tion  to  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  February  of  each  year, 
of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  commission  of  any  al¬ 
derman  or  justice  of  the  peace  that  may  expire  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  May  following,  and  also  of  any  vacancy 
that  may  happen  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise. 

Section  3.  If  any  vacancy  shall  take  place  after  any  ward, 
district,  borough  or  township  election,  by  reason  of  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  any  new  ward,  district,  borough  or  township,  or  from 
the  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  person  elected  to  accept  a  com¬ 
mission  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  thereof,  or  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  ap¬ 
pointment  by  the  governor  until  the  first  Monday  of  May 
succeeding  the  next  ward,  district,  borough  or  township 
election. 

Section  4.  That  the  aldermen  or  justices  of  the  peace 
elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  file  an  accept¬ 
ance  of  said  office  with  the  prothonotary  of  the  proper 
county,  stating  therein  the  name  of  the  alderman  or  justice 
of  the  peace  whom  they  succeed,  with  the  cause  of  vacancy; 
and  said  prothonotary  shall  certify  the  same  under  his  seal 
of  office  to  the  secretary  to  the  commonwealth,  whereupon 
the  governor  shall  issue  commission  to  such  persons  as 
shall  appear  to  be  duly  elected,  for  the  term  of  five  years  to 
be  computed  from  the  first  Monday  of  May  succeeding  the 
election,  for  which  said  commission  each  person  so  elected 
an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  pay  three  dollars, 
to  be  received  by  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  the  proper  county 
to  be  by  him  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  common¬ 
wealth  as  fees  for  other  commissions  are  transmitted  ;  and 
the  said  aldermen  or  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  by  the 
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said  recorder  sworn  or  affirmed  in  the  manner  now  provided 

by  law. 

Section  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  Repeal, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted ,  So.,  That  in  all  cases  now  pend¬ 
ing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  brought,  before  any  court  in 
this  commonwealth,  for  the  recovery  of  the  wages  of  manual 
labor  only,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prothonotary  preparing 
the  list  of  civil  causes  to  place  all  claims  for  the  wages  of 
labor  first  on  the  list,  and  the  court  shall  proceed  to  try  all 
such  cases  as  they  occur  on  the  list :  Provided,  That  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  plaintiff’s  claim  be  filed  in  such  cases,  showing 
that  the  claims  respectively  are  for  manual  labor  alone.

Beit  enacted,  &c.,  That  hereafter  the  compen¬ 
sation  of  arbitrators  chosen  under  the  compulsory  arbitra¬ 
tion  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  two  dollars  for  each 
day  necessarily  employed  in  the  duties  of  their  appointment, 
and  five  cents  for  each  mile  necessarily  traveled  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting,  which  shall  be  en¬ 
tered  and  taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs  in  the  case,  and  collected 
as  the  other  costs  of  the  case  are  collected  :  Provided,  That 
in  all-cases  where  no  defence  is  made  before  said  arbitrators, 
and  in  all  cases  in  which  said  arbitrators  shall  be  engaged 
less  than  five  hours  in  hearing,  their  fees  shall  remain  as 
heretofore.

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  following  sums  be 
and  the3r  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Pennsylvania  state  board  of  agriculture  for  the  year  com¬ 
mencing  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  :

No.  13. 

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  better  protection  of  passengers  upon  railroads, 
and  to  insure  the  prompt  transportation  and  delivery  of  freights. 

Whereas,  Strikes  by  locomotive  engineers  and  other  rail¬ 
road  employees,  and  the  abandonment  by  them  of  their  en- 
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gines  and  trains  at  points  other  than  their  schedule  destina¬ 
tion,  endangers  the  safety  of  passengers  and  subjects  ship¬ 
pers  of  freights  to  great  inconvenience,  delay  and  loss ; 
therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  if  any  locomotive  en¬ 
gineer  or  other  railroad  employee  upon  any  railroad  within 
this  state,  engaged  in  any  strike  or  with  a  view  to  incite 
others  to  such  strike,  or  in  furtherance  of  any  combination 
or  preconcerted  arrangement  with  any  other  person  to  bring 
about  a  strike,  shall  abandon  the  locomotive  engine  in  his 
charge,  when  attached  either  to  a  passenger  or  freight  train, 
at  any  place  other  than  the  schedule  or  otherwise  appointed 
destination  of  such  train,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  discharge  his  duty,  or  lo  proceed  with  said  train  to 
the  place  of  destination,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  and  may  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceed¬ 
ing  six  months  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  2.  If  any  locomotive  engineer  or  other  railroad  em¬ 
ployee  within  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the 
object  of  or  lending  aid  to  any  strike  or  strikes,  organized 
or  attempted  to  be  maintained  on  any  other  railroad,  either 
within  or  without  this  state,  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  in  the 
course  of  his  employment,  to  aid  in  the  movement  over  and 
upon  the  tracks  of  the  company  employing  him,  of  the  cars 
of  such  other  railroad  company,  received  therefrom  in  the 
course  of  transit,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  cf  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
may  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  3.  If  any  person,  in  aid  or  furtherance  of  the  ob¬ 
jects  of  any  strike  upon  any  railroad,  shall  interfere  with, 
molest  or  obstruct  any  locomotive  engineer  or  other  railroad 
employee  engaged  in  the  discharge  and  performance  of  his 
duty  as  such,  every  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  and  may  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceed¬ 
ing  six  months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  4.  If  any  person  or  persons,  in  aid  or  furtherance 
of  the  objects  of  any  strike,  shall  obstruct  any  railroad 
track  within  this  state,  or  shall  injure  or  destroy  the  rolling 
stock  or  any  other  property  of  any  railroad  company,  or 
shall  tike  possession  of  or  remove  any  such  property,  or 
shall  prevent  or  attempt  to  prevent  the  use  thereof  by  such 
railroad  company  or  its  employees,  every  such  person  so  of¬ 
fending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  tnan  five  hundred 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  imprisoned 
not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  one  year  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  court.

In  relation  to  cities  of  the  second  class,  providing  for  the  levy,  col- 
•  lection  and  disbursement  of  taxes  and  water  rents. 

Basis  i'or  levy  of  Section  1.  Beit  enacted,  dc.,  That  in  the  year  eighteen 
taxes  and  water  hundred  and  seventy-eight  (1878)  and  every  year  thereafter, 
the  annual  levy  of  taxes  and  water  rents,  in  cities  of  the 
second  class,  shall  be  based  upon  full  statements  of  the  re¬ 
ceipts  and  expenditures  of  all  the  departments  of  city  gov¬ 
ernment,  including  education,  school  and  poor  boards,  giv¬ 
ing  names, ,  dates,  amounts  and  object  ©f  expenditures  to  the 
finance  committee  of  the  councils  of  cities  of  the  class  afore¬ 
said.

Section  2.  The  finance  committee  of  the  councils  of  the 
cities  of  the  class  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  directed, 
in  lieu  of  any  existing  authority  in  relation  thereto,  to  make 
and  agree  upon  an  estimate  of  the  various  sums  of  .  money 
which  in  their  discretion  will  be  required  t©  defray  all  the 
various  expenses  necessary  for  conducting  the  various  de¬ 
partments,  whether  legislative,  executive  or  administrative, 
(including  schools  or  boards  of  education  or  poor  boards,) 
of  the  city  government,  which  estimate  shall  be  founded 
upon  reports  obtained  from  said  departments,  and  also  for 
paying  the  interest  upon  the  city  debt,  and  the  principal 
of  such  debt  falling  due  ;  which  amounts,  when  so  estab¬ 
lished  by  said  committee,  shall  be  certified  by  them  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  second  Monday  of  January  in  each  year  in  detail  to 
the  city  councils,  to  be  by  them  accepted  or  modified  as  the 
aggregate  expenses  of  the  city  ;  and  said  councils  are  hereby 
empowered  and  directed,  annually,  to  cause  a  tax  sufficient 
for  all  purposes  to  be  levied  and  collected  of  the  estates, 
real  and  personal,  subject  to  taxation  within  such  cities. 

Section  3.  The  educational,  school  and  poor  departments 
shall  be  departments  of  the  city  government,  and  the  amount 
set  apart  for  educational,  school  and  poor  purposes  shall  be 
sacred  to  such  purpose,  and  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  city 
treasurer  only  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  mayor  and  coun¬ 
tersigned  by  the  city  controller.  The  educational,  school 
and  poor  funds  shall  not  be  divested  ;  warrants  on  said  fund 
shall  only  be  drawn  upon  requisitions  being  filed  with  the 
city  controller  by  the  proper  educational,  school  or  poor 
boards. 

<  Section  4.  That  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  (1878)  and  every  year  thereafter,  in  cities  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  class,  all  taxes  and  water  rents  shall  be  levied  in  the 
months  of  January  or  February;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  the  departments  of  the  city  government  to  make  re¬ 
ports  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  their  various  de¬ 
partments,  upon  which  the  taxation  of  the  succeeding  year 
is  to  be  based,  to  the  finance  committee  of  the  city  councils, 
previous  to  the  thirty-first  (31st)  day  of  December  in  each 
year. 
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Section  5.  That  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-  when  taxes  and 
eight  (1878)  and  every  yeair  thereafter,  the  taxes  and  water  ffcftj^pooranc? 
rents  levied  for  city,  poor  and  school  purposes,  shall  be  behpayabieP°ses’ to 
payable,  as  follows,  namely  :  One-half  of  the  city,  poor 
and  school  taxes  levied  and  assessed  on  objects  taxable 
for  state  or  county  purposes,  shall  be  payable  during  the 
month  of  March,  and  the  remaining  half  during  the  month  of 
September. 

Section  6.  That  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-  when  business  tax 
eight  (1878)  and  every  year  thereafter,  the  business  tax  and  city  purposes  pay-01 
water  rents  levied  and  assessed  for  city  purposes,  shall  be  able- 
payable  during  the  month  of  June.

and  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  such  collector  for  collec¬ 
tion  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  in  each  year;  it  city  treasurer  to 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  prepare  a  registry  or  same  to  cot- 

list  of  all  delinquents  in  business  tax  and  water  rents,  and  lector, 
place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  such  collector  for  collection  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year  ;  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  prepare  a  registry  or  list  of 
all  taxes  unpaid  of  the  last  instalment  of  taxes  hereinbefore 
provided,  and  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  such  collector 
for  collection  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  in 
each  year  ;  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
(1877)  a  list  of  all  taxes  and  water  rents  unpaid  on  the  first 
day  of  August  in  said  year  shall  be  prepared  by  the  city 
treasurer  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  such  collector  for  col¬ 
lection  ;  the  compensation  of  such  collector  shall  be  ten  per  compensation  of

Section  9  Upon  the  lists  aforesaid  being  furnished  to  such  Uuties  and  powers 
collector,  he  shall  immediately  thereafter  proceed  to  collect0110/?116^0^!!!^- 
all  such  delinquent  taxes  and  water  rents  either  out  or  the 
personal  or  real  estate  of  such  delinquent  owner,  wherever 
the  same  may  be  found,  and  for  such  purpose  he  shall  be  and 
is  hereby  invested  with  full  authority  to  levy  on  and  sell  the 
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personal  property,  after  the  taxes  and  water  rents  have  be-  < 
come  delinquent  thirty  days  ;  and  the  real  estate  of  any 
owner,  where  the  taxes  or  water  rents  remain  unpaid  for  six 
months,  may  be  sold  by  direction  of  such  collector  ;  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  collector  to  procure  an  accurate  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  real  estate  upon  which  said  delinquent  taxes  have 
been  assessed,  if  the  same  is  not  given  on  the  assessor's 
books,  the  cost  thereof  to  be  charged  against  such  owner, 
not  to  exceed  in  any  case  one  dollar,  and  to  file  liens  therefor 
in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  :  Provided ,  however,  That  in 
cases  where  the  amount  of  taxes  or  water  rents  due  shall  not 
exceed  twenty  dollars  the  real  estate  shall  not  be  exposed  to 
sale,  but  the  judgment  against  the  same  may  be  kept  re¬ 
vived  :  And  provided,  that  in  all  cases  of  sale  for  taxes  or 
water  rents,  the  city  controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  di¬ 
rected  to  bid  on  the  property  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  city's 
lien  for  all  taxes  and  water  rents  due  and  unpaid  under  this 
act,  and  in  case  of  purchase  the  property  shall  be  subject  to 
redemption  ;  and  in  all  such  cases  neither  the  collector  or  the 
city  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  sheriff's  or  pro- 
thonotary's  costs  until  the  claim  of  the  city  and  the  said  costs 
shall  be  realized  out  of  the  real  estate  so  bought  in  and  held 
for  the  use  of  the  city  ;  in  all  cases  of  sale  the  collector  filing 
the  lien  shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation  authorized  by 
this  act. 

Section  10.  The  said  collector  shall  make  returns  in  dupli¬ 
cate,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  every  month,  of  his 
collections,  under  oath,  to  the  city  controller,  and  shall  de¬ 
posit  one  copy  of  said  returns  with  said  city  controller,  and 
shall  deposit  one  copy  of  said  returns  with  the  city  treasurer  ; 
and  the  said  collector  shall  at  the  time  of  making  his  return  pay 
the  amount  of  his  collections  to  the  city  treasurer  and  take 
duplicate  receipts  therefor,  and  shall  deposit  with  the  city 
controller  one  copy  of  such  receipt. 

Section  11.  All  taxes  and  water  rents  levied  for  any  pur¬ 
pose  in  cities  of  the  class  aforesaid  shall  remain  liens  until 
fully  paid  and  satisfied,  and  shall  not  be  divested  by  any  ju¬ 
dicial  sale  except  to  the  extent  to  which  distribution  shall  be 
made  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale. 

Section  12.  All  taxes  and  water  rents  filed  as  liens  in  de¬ 
fault  of  payment,  shall  be  liens  on  the  real  estate  whether 
the  real  owner  is  named  or  not,  and  a  sale  upon  the  same  as 
against  the  party  assessed  shall  vest  a  good  title  in  the  pur¬ 
chaser  thereof :  Provided,  That  the  real  owner  of  any  prop¬ 
erty  so  sold  may  redeem  the  property  withiu  one  year,  upon 
petition  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  and  or¬ 
der  of  said  court,  by  payment  to  the  purchaser  of  the  amount 
of  the  bid  and  ten  per  centum  additional,  the  cost  of  adver¬ 
tising  and  all  expenses  incident  to  the  sale. 

Section  13.  Lists  of  all  unseated  lands,  and  the  names  in 
which  the  taxes  and  water  rents  are  assessed,  and  the  amount 
of  taxes  and  water  rents  due  thereon,  shall  be  advertised  in 
four  daily  papers,  to  be  designated  by  the  collector,  pub¬ 
lished  in  cities  of  the  class  aforesaid,  once  in  each  paper  at 
different  times  for  four  weeks  previous  to  the  entry  of  the 
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liens  with  the  prothonotary  ;  the  expenses  of  such  advertis¬ 
ing  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  of  the  class 
aforesaid. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  assessors  Board  of  assessors 
in  cities  of  the  class  aforesaid  to  furnish  such  collector  with  ^0nUsrofSpropertyP_ 
copies  of  lists  descriptive  of  all  properties  on  which  taxes 
and  water  rents  are  levied  and  assessed. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commission-  county  commis- 
•ers  to  furnish  the  collector  authorized  by  this  act  with  copies  ofregfstryofcopies 
of  the  registry  of  voters  of  the  several  election  districts  in  voters- 
cities  of  the  class  aforesaid. 

Section  16.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  this 
act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  so  far  as  they  con-  EepeaL 
•flict  with  this  act.

Authorizing  cities  of  the  second  class  in  this  commonwealth  to  in¬ 
crease  their  indebtedness  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  for  use  in  the  construction  of  new  water  works. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted ,  &c.t  That  the  councils  of  cities 
of  the  second  class  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  increase  the  indebtedness  of  the  said  cities  of  the  second 
class  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  for 
that  purpose  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  cities,  in  such  de¬ 
nominations  as  the  said  council  shall  determine,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  years,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum  :  Provided,  That  the 
proceeds  of  said  loan  shall  be  used  in  the  construction  of  new 
water  works,  and  that  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  said  loan 
the  councils  shall  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax, 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  also  the  principal  of  the 
loan  within  thirty  years  :  And  provided  also,  That  if  the  rev¬ 
enue  from  water  works  shall  be  sufficient  after  the  payment 
of  the  running  expenses  and  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  previous  loans  as  provided  for  by  act  ©f  assem¬ 
bly,  the  councils  shall  appropriate  such  revenue  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  loan  hereby  author¬ 
ized.

of  judgments.  township,  borough,  school  or  poor  district,  or  other  munici¬ 
pal  district,  in  this  commonwealth,  any  tax  payer  of  said 
district  may  inquire  into  the  validity  of  any  judgment  or  de¬ 
fend  said  district  in  any  suit  or  judgment,  upon  petition,  ac¬ 
companied  by  affidavit  that  said  tax  payer  believes  that  in¬ 
justice  will  be  done  to  said  district  in  said  suit  or  judgment, 
presented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  which  said  suit 
may  be  pending  or  judgment  may  exist,  shall  have  the  right 
to  come  into  the  court  and  defend  said  district  in  any  suit, 
and  inquire  into  the  validity  of  any  judgment  against  said 
municipal  district,  as  fully  and  completely  as  the  officers  of 
said  district  would  by  law  have  the  right  to  do  :  Provided , 
That  said  tax  payer  shall,  whenever  the  court  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  file  in  said  court  of  common  pleas  a  bond,  with 
one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  of  by  said 
court,  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  said  district  from  all 
costs  that  may  accrue  in  said  suit  subsequently  to  filing  said 
petition.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  executive,  legislative 
and  judicial  departments  of  the  commonwealth,  interest  on  the 
public  debt,  and  for  common  schools,  for  the  year  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.,  That  the  following  sums  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the  sev¬ 
eral  objects  hereinafter  named,  for  the  year  commencing  on 
the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-seven,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  2.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  state  offi- 
ficersf and  expenses  cers,  the  clerks  and  employees  of  the  several  departments  of 
the  state  government,  and  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
said  departments,  to  be  applied  as  provided  for  by  the  act  of 
assembly,  approved  May  fourteen,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-four,  entitled  “An  Act  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  state  officers  of  this  commonwealth,”  et  cetera,  the  sum  ol 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 


of  departments. 
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thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the 
state  treasurer  in  the  amounts  and  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law. 

Section  3.  For  the  support  of  the  common  schools,  for  the 
school  year  which  will  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  June, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven, 
to  be  paid  on  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  superintendent  in 
favor  of  the  several  school  districts  of  this  commonwealth, 
the  sum  of  one  million  dollars,  inclusive  of  the  salaries  of 
the  county  superintendents,  and  inclusive  of  the  sum  of 
twenty-eight  thousand  dollars  for  the  education  of  teachers 
in  the  normal  schools  of  this  commonwealth,  to  be  applied 
in  the  same  way  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  a  similar 
appropriation  was  directed  to  be  applied  by  the  general  ap¬ 
propriation  act,  approved  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  :  Provided,  That  each 
student  in  a  normal  school  drawing  an  allowance  from  the 
state  must  receive  regular  instruction  in  the  science  and  art 
of  teaching  in  a  special  class  devoted  to  that  object  for  the 
whole  time  such  an  allowance  is  drawn  ;  in  the  allowance  t© 
soldier  students  of  normal  schools  no  distinction  shall  be 
made  on  account  of  age  ;  and  that  all  examinations  of  the 
graduating  class  at  the  normal  schools  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  board,  of  which  the  state  superintendent  or  his  deputy 
shall  be  president,  of  two  principals  of  normal  schools,  of 
whom  the  principal  of  the  school  where  students  are  under 
examination  shall  be  on©,  or  two  county,  city  or  borough 
superintendents  of  the  district  in  which  the  school  is  located, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  state  superintendent :  Provided, 
That  the  city  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  entitled  to  a  proper 
portion  of  this  appropriation  without  contributing  to  the  sal¬ 
aries  of  the  county  superintendents,  and  that  out  ©f  the 
amount  received  by  the  city  of  Philadelphia  there  shall  be 
paid  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  Teachers’  Institute  of  the 
said  city,  and  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  Philadelphia 
School  of  Design  for  Women  for  their  corporate  purposes. 

For  new  cases  in  which  to  file  public  documents,  for  new 
carpets  and  furniture,  and  necessary  repairs,  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  public  instruction,  three  thousand  dollars  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  4.  For  the  public  printing,  folding,  stitching  and 
binding,  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth.  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  ninety  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  on  set¬ 
tlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  public  printer  according  to 
law,  and  paid  upon  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  general. 

For  the  payment  of  a  book  keeper  in  the  office  of  the  su¬ 
perintendent  of  public  printing  and  binding,  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars. 

Section  5.  To  the  publisher*  of  the  legislative  record  ten 
dollars  and  forty  cents  per  page,  in  accordance  with  the  con¬ 
tract,  and  for  printing  wrappers  for  the  same  nine  dollars  for 
each  member  of  the  house  and  senate,  according  to  the  con¬ 
tract,  the  amount  to  be  settled  by  the  auditor  general  as  per 
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contract,  and  for  making  out  an  index  to  the  record  the  fur¬ 
ther  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  6.  For  keeping  the  public  grounds  in  order,  and 
for  furnishing,  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  public  build¬ 
ings,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  ;  and  the  superintendent  of  public  build¬ 
ings  and  grounds  shall  file  with  the  auditor  general  certified 
vouchers  of  the  amount  expended  and  the  purposes  thereof : 
Provided,  That  out  of  the  said  sum  be  paid  the  repairing  of 
the  eastern  steps  of  the  capitol  and  the  repairing  of  the  roof 
of  the  capitol. 

For  winding  and  oiling  the  clock  on  the  capitol  and  re¬ 
pairing  the  same,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars,  to  be  paid  on  account  certified  by  the  clerks  of  the 
two  houses  ;  and  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings  and 
grounds  is  hereby  required  to  make  a  detailed  statement  of 
his  expenditures  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature ;  and 
the  further  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  taking  care  of  the 
electric  clock  in  the  senate  chamber,  to  be  paid  by  the  clerk 
of  the  senate. 

Section  7.  For  the  payment  to  the  city  of  Harrisburg  for 
supplying  the  public  buildings  with  water  according  to  the 
act  of  twenty-eighth  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  also  for  gas  for 
the  public  buildings  and  walks  such  amount  as  may  be  found 
due  the  Harrisburg  Gas  Company  on  the  contract  with  the 
company,  and  upon  a  regular  account  being  rendered  to  the 
auditor  general,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  examine  and 
settle  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  accounts  are 
settled  in  said  department,  in  pursuance  of  its  charter  and 
supplement,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  gene¬ 
ral  ;  and  before  the  governor  renews  the  contract  with  said 
gas  company,  they  shall  agree  to  furnish  the  gas  consumed 
by  the  commonwealth,  and  also  at  the  state  lunatic  hospital, 
at  a  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  less  thau  is 
charged  to  private  consumers,  but  no  contract  shall  be  made 
which  will  prevent  the  legislature  at  its  next  session  from 
adopting  any  other  method  of  lighting  the  public  buildings 
and  grounds. 

Section  8.  For  the  fire  companies  of  the  city  of  Harris¬ 
burg,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars,  to  be  distributed  in 
equal  amounts  to  and  among  said  companies. 

Section  9.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  and  mileage  of 
the  president  and  other  law  judges  of  the  several  courts  of 
common  pleas  of  this  commonwealth,  the  judges  of  the  su¬ 
preme  court  and  the  judges  of  the  separate  orphans'1  courts, 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  for  the  payment  and  mile¬ 
age  of  the  associate  judges  of  the  courts  of  this  common¬ 
wealth  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  10.  For  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  legis¬ 
lature,  including  the  pay  and  mileage  of  members,  clerks 
and  officers  of  each  house,  appointed  for  the  session  of  one 
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thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  the  amount 
authorized  by  law  for  stationery  and  postage,  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  five  thousand  dollars,  and  for  the  pay  of  the  as¬ 
sistant  sergeant-at-arms,  and  for  the  door  keeper  and  assist¬ 
ant  door  keeper,  for  services  rendered  ten  days  previous  to 
the  commencement  of  the  session  of  the  house  of  representa¬ 
tives  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  and  for  services 
of  the  same  officials  in  the  beginning  of  the  session  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  who  were  directed  to 
return  by  the  chief  clerk,  eight  hundred  dollars  or  so 
much  theieof  as  may  be  necessary.

Be  it  enacted.  &c.,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  law- 
ful  for  any  prothonotary  or  prothonotaries,  sheriff  or  sheriffs,  residents  author- 
of  the  several  counties  of  this  commonwealth,  within  six  lzed* 
years  after  the  expiration  of  their  official  terms,  to  sue  any 
person  or  persons  residing  out  of  the  county  wherein  such  _ 
prothonotary  or  sheriff  shall  reside,  for  the  recovery  of  any  be  brought, 
fee  or  fees,  in  an  action  or  actions  of  debt  or  assumpsit  for 
official  service  performed  or  hereafter  to  be  performed  for 
such  person  or  persons  during  such  official  term,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  within  the  county  wherein  such  officer 
shall  reside  ;  that  the  writ  of  summons  in  any  such  case  shall 
be  directed  to  a  constable  in  the  county  wherein  the  suit 
is  instituted,  which  said  constable  is  hereby  authorized  by  Service  of  process, 
writing  endorsed  on  such  writ  of  summons  to  depute  any 
constable  in  any  other  county  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  in 
which  the  defendant  or  defendants  shall  reside  to  execute 
said  writ.  • 

Section  2.  Service  of  such  writ  so  made  upon  the  defendant 
•or  defendants  shall  have  the  same  force  or  effect  as  if  served 
by  a  constable  of  the  county  wherein  such  action  is  com¬ 
menced  ;  and  upon  return  of  service  of  such  writ  the  justice 
of  the  peace  before  whom  such  suit  is  commenced  shall  pro¬ 
ceed  to  trial  and  judgment,  upon  which  there  shall  be  no  stay 
of  execution,  as  if  such  writ  had  been  duly  served  said 
•county.

That  the  execution  upon  such  judgment  shall 
be  issued  to  a  constable  in  the  county  wherein  such  judgment 
is  obtained,  and  may  be  executed  in  any  county  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania  by  any  constable  deputed  so  to  do  in  man¬ 
ner  above  provided  for  service  of  writ  of  summons. 

Section  5.  That  in  all  suits  hereafter  to  be  brought  in  any

That  in  all  cases  where  lands,  tenements  or  he¬ 
reditaments,  have  been  heretofore  levied  upon  and  con¬ 
demned  or  extended,  or  that  hereafter  may  be  extended, 
in  virtue  of  any  writ  of  fieri  facias ,  and  in  all  cases  where 
any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  have  been  or  hereafter

Section  3.  That  in  all  cases  where  estates  for  life  or  for  a 
term  of  years  in  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  have 
been  or  shall  be  seized  and  levied  on  bj7-  virtue  of  any  writ  or 
execution,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  coroner,  before 
he  shail  proceed  to  advertise  and  sell  the  premises  aforesaid, 
to  summon  an  inquest  of  six  good  and  lawful  men  of  his  bail i. 
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wick,  who  being  first  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  shall  go  upon 
the  premises  and  make  a  true  valuation  and  appraisement  of 
the  same  ;  and  if  such  estates  for  life  or  for  a  term  of  years 
as  aforesaid,  after  being  advertised  and  offered  for  sale  by 
public  vendue  or  outcry  according  to  law,  cannot  be  sold  for 
two-thirds  or  more  of  the  amount  of  the  valuation  and  ap¬ 
praisement  to  be  made  as  aforesaid,  the  sheriff  or  coroner 
shall  make  return  accordingly,  and  thereupon  all  further  pro¬ 
ceedings  for  the  sale  of  the  said  premises  shall  be  stayed  for 
one  year  from  the  return  day  of  the  said  writ  of  execution  : 
Provided ,  That  the  said  defendant  or  defendants  shall  exe¬ 
cute  and  deliver  to  the  sheriff  or  coroner,  as  the  case  may  be, 
a  judgment  bond  with  one  or  more  sufficient  securities,  who 
shall  be  freeholders  and  approved  by  the  court,  to  be  entered 
of  record,  and  shall  be  a  lien  on  all  real  estate  until  paid  or 
satisfied,  in  a  penalty  of  double  the  amount  of  said  valuation 
or  appraisement,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  liens, 
debt,  interest  and  cost. 

Section  4.  That  in  all  cases  where  personal  property  shall 
•  be  taken  in  execution  by  virtue  of  any  writ  of  fieri  Jacias 
I  issued  out  of  any  court  of  common  pleas  of  this  common- 
!  wealth,  or  by  virtue  of  any  execution  issued  by  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  to  whom  such 
:  suit  shall  be  directed,  respectively,  when  it  shall  be  requested 
by  the  debtor,  to  summon  three  respectable  freeholders,  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  vicinage,  who  being  first  duly  sworn  or  affirmed 
by  the  said  officer,  shall  value  and  appraise  the  personal  prop¬ 
erty  aforesaid,  which  valuation  or  appraisement,  signed  by 
Ithe  appraisers,  together  with  a  schedule  of  the  property  taken 
jiu  execution,  shall  be  annexed  to  the  return  on  said  writ;  and 
in  case  said  personal  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  caunot 
be  sold  for  two-thirds  of  the  amount  of  said  valuation  or  ap¬ 
praisement,  at  a  public  vendue  of  the  same,  of  which  notice 
shall  be  given  to  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  his,  her  or  their 
agent  or  attorney,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  first  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  act,  that  then  the  sale  of  such  property  shall  be

Conferring  equity  jurisdiction  upon  the  courts  of  common  pleas  in 
all  cases  of  the  mortgages  of  the  property  or  franchises  of  coal,  iron 
steel,  lumber  or  oil,  or  mining,  manufacturing  or  transportation 
companies. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  each  of  the  several 
courts  of  common  pleas  of  this  commonwealth  shall  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  court  of  chancery,  in  all 
cases  of  or  for  enforcing  rights  under  mortgages  of  the  pro¬ 
perty  or  franchises  of  any  coal,  iron,  steel,  lumber  or  oil,  or 
any  mining,  manufacturing  or  transportation  corporation, 
where  such  property  or  franchises,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
be  situate  or  exercisible  within  the  limits  of  this  common¬ 
wealth,  and  belong  to  or  be  exercisible  by  any  domestic 
corporation  or  any  foreign  corporation  under  permission 
granted  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.  That  when  the  corporation  shall  have  either 
voluntarily  appeared  to  any  suit  brought  under  or  covered 
by  this  act,  or  shall  have  been  duly  served  with  process,  the 
court  in  which  such  suit  is  or  shall  be  pending  shall  have 
jurisdiction  of  the  subject  matter,  irrespective  of  the  local 
situation  in  this  state  of  the  mortgaged  premises ;  and  its 
process  to  enforce  any  interlocutory  or  final  order  or  decree 
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made  by  such  courts,  in  relation  to  the  preservation,  cus¬ 
tody,  sale  or  other  disposition  of  the  mortgaged  premises, 
may  be  executed  within  any  county  of  the  state  :  Provided , 
That  where  such  mortgage  shall  have  been  given  by  a  cor¬ 
poration  having  a  corporate  existence  in  this  state  only,  the 
proceedings  upon  the  said  mortgage  shall  be  had  in  the  county 
within  which  the  principal  office  of  the  said  company  shall  be 
situate.

tants/7  approved  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini

Increasing  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  soldiers  of  the  war  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  twelve,  or  their  widows,  for  annuities,  gratuities  or 
pensions  on  account  of  services  rendered  by  such  soldiers. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven,  the  sum  now  authorized  to  be  paid  to  the  soldiers  of 
the  war  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  or  their  widows, 
as  pension,  annuity  or  gratuity,  for  services  rendered  by 
such  soldiers,  shall  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  seventy-five 
dollars  ($75)  per  annum  to  each  soldier  or  their  widows  as 
long  as  they  remain  the  widows  of  the  deceased  soldiers  of  the 
war  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve. 

Section  2.  The  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  mentioned  in 
section  first  shall  be  payable  to  such  widows,  whether  the 
marriage  between  such  soldiers  and  widows  was  solemnized 
before,  during  or  since  the  close  of  the  war  of  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  twelve.

To  revise  and  amend  an  act,  entitled  “An  Act  dividing  the  cities  of 
the  state  into  three  classes,  regulating  the  passage  of  ordinances, 
providing  for  contracts  for  supplies  and  work  for  said  cities,  au¬ 
thorizing  the  increase  of  indebtedness  and  the  creation  of  a  sink¬ 
ing  fund  to  redeem  the  same,  defining  and  punishing  certain  of¬ 
fences  in  all  of  said  cities,  and  providing  for  the  incorporation  and 
government  of  cities  of  the  third  class,”  approved  May  twenty- 
third,’ Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
four,  fixing  the  sinking  fund  tax  of  the  respective  cities  of  this 
commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.,  That  so  much  of  section 
eleven  of  an  act,  entitled  “An  Act  dividing  the  cities  of  this 
state  into  three  classes,  regulating  the  passage  of  ordinances, 
providing  for  contracts  for  supplies  and  work  for  said  cities, 
authorizing  the  increase  of  indebtedness  and  the  creation  of 
a  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the  same,  defining  and  punishing 
certain  offences  in  all  of  said  cities,  and  providing  for  the 
incorporation  and  government  of  cities  of  the  third  class, ” 
approved  May  twenty-third,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  which  provides  as  follows,  namely  : 

“Section  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  gradual  extinguishment  of  the  bonds  and  funded 
debt  of  the  respective  cities  of  this  commonwealth,  the 
councils  of  each  thereof  shall  annually,  (until  payment  of  the 
bonds  and  funded  debt  be  fully  provided  for,)  levy  and  col* 
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lect,  in  addition  to  the  other  taxes  of  said  corporation,  a  tax 
of  not  less  than  one  mill  and  not  exceeding  three  mills  upon 
the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  each  of  said 
cities,  to  be  called  the  sinking  fund  tax,  which  shall  be  paid 
into  the  city  treasury,  and  shall  be  applied  towards  the  ex¬ 
tinguishment  of  said  bonds  and  funded  debt  in  the  order  of 
the  date  of  issue  thereof,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever,” 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  that  the  same  shall 
read  as  follows,  namely  : 

Section  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  sinking  fund 
for  the  gradual  extinguishment  of  the  bonds  and  funded  debt 
of  the  respective  cities  of  this  commonwealth  the  council  of 
each  thereof  shall  annually,  (until  payment  of  the  bonds  and 
funded  debt  be  fully  provided  for,)  levy  and  collect,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  other  taxes  of  said  corporation,  a  tax  of  not  less 
than  one-fourth  of  one  mill  and  not  exceeding  three  mills 
upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  each  of 
said  cities,  to  be  called  the  sinking  fund  tax,  which  shall  be 
paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and  shall  be  applied  towards  the 
extinguishment  of  said  bonds  and  funded  debt  in  the  order 
of  the  date  of  issue  thereof,  and  to  no  other  purpose  what¬ 
ever. 

Section  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistert  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  itenacted,  &c.,  That  upon  the  petition  of  the 
councils  of  any  borough  heretofore  incorporated  or  hereafter

vacancy  or  vacancies  in  their  own  body  or  in  any  other  bor¬ 
ough  officers  exists,  said  court  shall  have  the  right  and  au¬ 
thority  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  said  appointees 
to  hold  office  until  the  succeeding  municipal  election  :  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  change  the 
manner  of  filling  any  such  vacancy  in  any  borough  where 
such  authority  now  exists  by  general  or  special  law.

Relating  to  the  fees  and  official  bond  of  the  register  of  wills  in  coun¬ 
ties  wherein  separate  orphans’  courts  are  or  may  be 'hereafter  es¬ 
tablished. 

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  counties  wherein 
separate  orphans’  courts  are  now  or  may  be  established,  the  bnilyfSctoSfsstablish 
said  courts  shall  establish  a  bill  of  costs  to  be  chargeable  to 
parties  and  to  estates,  for  the  probate  of  wills  and  testaments, 
and  granting  of  letters  testamentary  and  of  administrations, 
and  for  all  the  services  of  the  register  of  wills  of  such  county 
in  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  his  office  :  Provided, 

The  tax  to  be  paid  to  and  received  by  the  register  for  the  use 
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of  the  commonwealth  shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  now  or 
hereafter  fixed  by  law. 

Section  2.  That  hereafter  in  said  counties,  the  official  bond 
to  be  given  by  the  register  as  required  by  the  first  section  of 
the  act  of  the  general  assembly,  entitled  “An  Act  relating 
to  registers  and  registers7  courts/7  to  wit  :  “Sec.  1.  It  is  en¬ 
acted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met ,  That 
every  person  who  shall  be  appointed  to  the  office  of  register, 
before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office,  shall  make 
oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  register  with  fidelity,  and 
shall  also,  with  one  or  more  sureties  to  be  approved  by  any 
two  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  respective 
county  and  also  by  the  governor,  give  a  joint  and  several 
bond  to  the  commonwealth,  in  a  sum  equal  to  half  the  sum 
prescribed  by  law  for  the  official  bond  of  the  sheriff  for  the 
time  being  of  the  same  county,  with  condition  faithfully  to 
execute  the  duties  of  his  said  office,  and  well  and  truly  to 
account  for  and  pay  according  to  law  all  moneys  received  by 
him  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  and  to  deliver  up  the 
books,  seals,  records  and  other  writings  belonging  to  his 
said  office,  whole,  safe  and  undefaced  to  his  successor  in 
office  ;  which  said  bonds  shall  be  for  the  use  of  all  persons 
concerned  and  for  the  relief  of  all  who  may  be  aggrieved  by 
the  acts  or  neglect  of  such  register/7  approved  the  fifteenth 
day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
two,  shall  be  approved  by  the  judge  or  judges,  il  there  be 
more  than  one,  of  the  orphans7  court  of  the  county  for  which 
the  register  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  ;  and  so  much  of 
said  act  as  requires  said  bond  to  be  approved  by  any  two 
judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed  :  Provided ,  That  the  provisions 
-  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  counties  of  less  than  three  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  inhabitantants. 

Section  3.  All  acts  inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted ,  <£c.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
gas  company  or  wrater  company,  incorporated  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  common¬ 
wealth,  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  and 
regulation  of  certain  corporations, ”  approved  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-four,  to  borrow  any  sums  of  money  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  in  the  aggregate  one-half  of  the  capital  stock  of 
such  company  paid  in,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
amounts  now  allowed  by  law,  and  issue  bonds  therefor  with 
coupons  or  interest  warrants  attached,  and  secure  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  such  bon’ds  and  interest  warrants  by  a  mortgage  to 
a  trustee  or  trustees  of  all  its  real  and  personal  property, 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  wherever  the  several 
courts  of  this  commonwealth  are  authorized  by  existing  laws 
to  decree  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  real  estate,  and  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  the  court  of  the  proper  county,  on  application,  that 
such  real  estate,  is  held  by  trustees  of  religious  societies, 
congregations  or  church  organization  which  are  desirous  of 
selling  and  conveying  a  portion  of  said  real  estate  to  an  as¬ 
sociation  or  corporation,  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  a  ceme¬ 
tery  or  place  of  sepulchre  for  the  dead,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  court  to  order  and  decree  a  private  sale  of  said  real  es- 
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tate,  at  such  price  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
shall  be  agreed  upon  by  said  parties,  notice  of  said  applica¬ 
tion  to  be  given  to  all  parties  interested  as  the  court  shall 
direct ;  the  sale  to  be  approved  by  the  court  and  the  deed 
acknowledge  as  required  by  existing  laws.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  poor  house 
and  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  in  the  several  counties  of  this  corn- 
wealth,”  approved  May  eight,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-six. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc.,  That  the  first  section  of  said 
act,  which  is  as  follows  :  “That  the  county  commissioners  of 
the  several  counties  of  this  commonwealth  may  select  such 
real  estate  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  the  poor  of  their  respective  counties,  and  shall  sub- 
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mit  such  with  selection,  together  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  such  real  estate  can  be  purchased  in  fee  simple 
to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  in  and  for  the  proper  county, 
and  if  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  said  court  the  county 
commissioners  shall  take  a  conveyance  therefor  in  the  name 
and  for  the  use  of  corporation  mentioned  in  the  fourth  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  act;  and  they  shall  certify  the  proceedings  therein, 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quar¬ 
ter  sessions  of  such  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered  at 
length  upon  the  records  of  such  court, ”  shall  be  amended  so 
as  to  read  a9  follows  : 

Section  1.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  commonwealth  may  select  such  real  estate 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
poor  of  their  respective  counties,  and  shall  submit  such  se¬ 
lection,  together  with  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
6uch  real  estate  can  be  purchased  in  fee  simple,  to  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  in  and  for  the  proper  county,  and  if  the 
same  shall  be  approved  by  said  court  the  county  commission¬ 
ers  shall  take  a  conveyance  therefor  in  the  name  and  for  the 
use  of  the  corporation  mentioned  in  the  fourth  section  of  said 
act;  and  they  shall  certify  the  proceedings  therein,  under 
their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  ses¬ 
sions  of  such  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered  at  length 
upon  the  records  of  such  court :  Provided,  That  before  the 
purchase  of  any  such  real  estate  shall  be  approved  by  said 
court  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  two 
successive  grand  juries  of  the  proper  county,  or  the  said 
court  may  submit  the  question  of  the  erection  of  a  poor  house 
to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  county,  and  if  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  votes  ca6t  is  in  favor  of  a  county  poor  house, 
than  in  either  case  the  court  shall  approve  of  the  purchase 
of  the  real  estate  selected  as  aforesaid  by  the  county  com¬ 
missioners.  t 

Section  2.,  That  the  election  provided  for  in  the  first  and 
sixth  sections  of  this  act  shall  be  held  by  the  proper  election 
officers  in  the  several  townships,  wards  and  boroughs  of  the 
several  counties  of  this  commonwealth,  at  the  place  for  hold¬ 
ing  the  general  election,  at  such  times  as  may  fixed  by  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  and  in¬ 
spectors  of  the  elections  to  receive  tickets,  either  written  or 
printed,  from  the  legal  voters  of  each  election  district,  labeled 
on  the  outside  “poor  house  ”  and  on  the  inside  “for  poor 
house  ”  or  “against  poor  house,”  anu  deposit  said  tickets  in 
the  proper  ballot  box  as  required  by  law  in  case  of  general 
elections  ;  and  the  tickets  so  received  shall  be  counted,  and 
a  certified  return  of  the  same  made  and  sent  or  delivered  to 
the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper 
county  as  now  provided  by  law  for  making  returns  for  town¬ 
ship  and  borough  elections  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tho 
clerk  of  such  court  to  aggregate  the  votes,  in  one  column, 
cast  “for  poor  house,”  and  in  another  column  the  votes  cast 
“against  poor  house,”  which  aggregate,  together  with  the 
returns  of  such  election,  shall  be  laid  before  the  judges  of 
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the  court  of  the  proper  county  at  the  next  regular  term 
thereof  succeeding  such  election  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  judges  to  examine  said  returns  and  the  aggregate  of  the 
votes  cast  for  and  against  poor  house,  and  publicly  declare 
the  result,  which  result  shall  be  certified  by  said  judges  and 
filed  with  the  records  of  said  court. 

Section  4.  That  in  receiving  and  counting,  and  in  making 
returns  of  the  votes  cast,  the  inspectors  and  judges  and  clerks 
of  said  election  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth  regulating  general  elections;  and  all  the  penal¬ 
ties  of  said  election  laws  are  hereby  extended  to  and  applied 
to  the  voters,  inspectors,  judges  and  clerks  voting  at  and  in 
attendance  upon  its  elections,  held  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  and  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Section  5.  That  the  expenses  of  such  election  shall  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county  :  Provided ,  No 
new  election  shall  be  ordered  for  three  years  after  the  hold¬ 
ing  of  the  last  election. 

Section  6.  That  the  sixteenth  section  of  said  act  of  which 
this  is  a  supplement,  which  reads  as  follows  :  “That  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  county  or  district 
that  has  already  within  it  a  county  or  district  poor  house  or 
houses  under  any  special  law,  nor  to  any  county  or  district 
unless  the  same  shall  be  accepted  by  a  majority  of  the  voters 
of  such  county  or  district  at  an  election  for  that  purpose 
to  be  ordered  by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper 
county:  Provided,  That  the  directors  of  the  poor  may  erect 
and  maintain  two  houses  for  the  destitute  in  any  county  con¬ 
taining  a  population  of  over  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  and 
six  hundred  square  miles, shall  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
county  or  district  that  has  already  within  it  a  county  or  district 
poor  house  or  houses  under  any  special  law,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  accepted  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  such  county 
or  district  at  an  election  for  that  purpose,  which  may  be  or¬ 
dered  by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county 
upon  the  petition  of  fifty  tax  payers  :  Provided ,  That  the 
directors  of  the  poor  may  erect  and  maintain  two  houses  for 
the  destitute  in  any  county  containing  a  population  of  over 
sixty  thousand  inhabitants  and  six  hundred  square  miles.

To  protect  the  people  of  the  commonwealth  against  incompetent 
practitioners  of  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics. 

Qualifications  of  Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted,  d'C.,  That  the  standard  qualifica- 

in  fie  tit  z  oners.  »•  r  j  • ,  •  /»  °i  •  •  i  j  j  • 

tions  of  a  practitioner  of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics 
shall  be  and  consist  of  the  following,  namely  :  A  good  moral 
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character,  a  thorough  elementary  education,  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  knowledge  of  human  anatomy,  human  physiology,  pa¬ 
thology,  chemistry,  materia  medico,  obstetrics,  and  practice 
of  medicine  and  surgery  and  public  hygiene. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  for  any  person  to  announce  himself  or  herself  as  a  prac¬ 
titioner  of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics,  or  to  practice  the 
same,  who  has  not  received  in  a  regular  manner  a  diploma 
from  a  chartered  medical  school  duly  authorized  to  confer 
upon  its  alumni  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  :  Provided, 
That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  resident  practitioner  of 
medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  who  has  been  in  such  con¬ 
tinuous  practice  in  this  commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  five  years  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Before  any  person  shall  engage  in  the  practice 
of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  this  commonwealth,  or 
who  has  not  a  diploma  as  provided  for  in  section  second  of 
this  act,  such  person  shall  make  affidavit  under  oath  or  affir¬ 
mation  before  the  prothonotary  of  the  county  where  such 
person  intends  practicing,  setting  forth  the  time  of  continu¬ 
ous  practice,  and  the  place  or  places  where  such  practice 
was  pursued  in  this  commonwealth  ;  thereupon  the  prothono¬ 
tary  shall  enter  the  same  of  record  in  a  book  specially  pro¬ 
vided  therefor,  to  be  kept  in  his  office  and  open  to  the  in¬ 
spection  of  the  public,  and  for  such  service  he  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  to  be  paid  by  the  affiant,  one-half  for 
the  use  of  the  prothonotary  the  other  for  the  use  of  the 
county. 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  shall  attempt  to  practice  medi¬ 
cine  or  surgery  for  a  valuable  consideration,  by  opening  a 
transient  office  within  this  commonwealth,  or  who  shall,  by 
handbill  or  other  form  of  written  or  printed  advertisement, 
assign  such  transient  office  or  other  place  to  persons  seeking 
medical  or  surgical  advice  or  prescription,  or  who  shall  itin¬ 
erate  from  place  to  place,  or  from  house  to  house,  and  shall 
propose  to  cure  any  person  sick  or  afflicted  by  the  use  of  any 
medicine,  means  or  agency  whatsoever  for  a  valuable  con¬ 
sideration,  shall  before  being  allowed  to  practice  in  this 
manner  appear  before  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  county  wherein  such  person  desires  to  practice, 
and  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to  such  clerk  that  the 
provisions  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with,  and  shall  in 
addition  take  out  a  license  for  one  year  and  pay  into  the 
county  treasury  for  the  use  of  such  count}7  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  therefor,  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  clerk 
to  issue  to  such  applicant  a  proper  certificate  of  license  on 
payment  of  the  fee  of  five  dollars  for  his  sei vices. 

Section  5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  or  fail  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  before  any  court  shall 
be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  four  hundred  dollars,  for  each  and  every  such 
offense,  for  the  use  of  the  county  wherein  such  misdemeanor 
is  committed. 
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Section  6.  The  act  approved  April  twelfth,  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  “An  Act  to  regulate  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics  in  the  commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,”  is  hereby  repealed.

offer  for  sale  or  transport  any  elk  or  wild  deer  or  fresh  venison, 
-save  only  from  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year  to  the 
first  day  of  January  next  following  ;  no  person  shall  at  any 
time  kill  any  fawn  when  in  its  spotted  co;it  or  have  the  fresh 
skin  of  any  such  fawn  in  his  or  her  possession;  no  person 
shall  pursue  any  elk  or  wild  deer  with  dogs  in  any  part  ot 
this  state,  or  shall  kill  in  the  water  any  elk  or  wild  deer  or 
fawn  which  has  been  driven  thereto  by  dogs ;  any  person 
offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shah 
he  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawn  so 
killed  or  pursued  or  trapped,  or  fresh  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawn 
skin  had  in  his  or  her  possession,  and  may  be  proceeded 
against  in  any  county  of  the  state  wherein  he  may  be  ar¬ 
rested  having  the  same  in  his  or  her  possession  :  Provided 
however,  That  any  person  may  sell  or  have  in  his  or  her  pos¬ 
session  the  elk  or  wild  deer  aforesaid,  between  the  first  day 
of  January  and  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year  next  fol¬ 
lowing.  without  liability  to  the  penalty  herein  imposed  :  Pro¬ 
vided,  He  shall  prove  that  such  game,  if  killed  in  this  state,

outside  the  limits  of  this  state  and  at  some  place  where  the 
law  did  not  prohibit  such  killing  ;  dogs  pursuing  elk  or  wild 
deer  or  fawns  may  be  killed  by  an}'  person,  and  any  con¬ 
stable  or  other  town  officer  may  kill  any  dog  that  habitually 
pursues  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawns,  and  the  owner  of  such  dog

this  state,  or  shall  kill  in  the  water  any  elk  or  wild  deer  or 
fawn  which  has  been  driven  thereto  by  dogs  ;  any  person 
offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  elk.  wild  deer  or  fawn  so 
killed,  or  pursued  or  trapped,  or  fresh  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawn 
skin  had  in  his  or  her  possession,  and  may  be  proceeded 
against  in  any  county  of  the  state  wherein  he  may  be  ar¬ 
rested  having  the  same  in  his  or  her  possession  :  Provided,

outside  the  limits  of  this  state  and  at  some  place  where  the 
law  did  not  prohibit  such  killing  ;  dogs  pursuing  elk  or  wild 
deer  or  fawns  may  be  killed  by  any  person,  and  any  con¬ 
stable  or  other  town  official  may  kill  any  dog  that  habitually 
pursues  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawns,  and  the  owner  of  such  dog

Be  it  enacted,  dc.,  That  from  and  after  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  act,  the  select  and  common  councils  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  cities  that  have  heretofore  adopted  the  provisions  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  may  provide  by  ordinance 
for  holding  at  least  two  regular  meetings  of  councils  in  each 
month,  and  shall  by  ordinance  fix  the  time  of  such  meetings  : 
Prodded  however,  That  said  councils  or  either  branch  thereof 
may  hold  such  special  meetings  at  such  other  times  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  :  Provided ,  That  this  act  shall  not  ap¬ 
ply  to  cities  of  the  first  class.

AN  ACT 

-Creating  and  defining  the  duties  and  powers  of  a  recorder  for  cities 
whose  population  does  not  exceed  thirty  thousand  and  is  not  less 
than  eight  thousand  five  hundred,  which  accept  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc.,  That  the  several  cities  of  City  iv»  order  to  be 
this  commonwealth  whose  population  does  not  exceed  thirty  e!ecte'1, 
thousand  and  is  not  less  than  eight  thousand  five  hundred 
shall,  at  the  next  annual  election  for  city  officers  succeeding 
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the  passage  of  this  act,  and  every  five  years  thereafter,  elect 
a  competent  person,  learned  in  the  law,  who  shall  be  a  duly 
qualified  elector  of  such  city,  who  shall  be  styled  city  re¬ 
corder  of  such  city,  who  shall  hold  said  office  for  the  term  of 
five  years,  and  who  shall  be  duly  commissioned  by  the  gov¬ 
ernor  :  Provided,  That  where  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  office 
by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  city  or  any  other 
cause,  a  duly  qualified  person  shall  be  elected  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  term  at  the  next  annual  election  for  city  officers  or  at 
a  special  election  duly  held  for  that  purpose  :  Provided  also, 
That  when  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  accepted  by  the 
council  or  councils  and  approved  by  the  mayor  of  any  such 
city,  within  thirty  days  before  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  hold¬ 
ing  their  annual  election  for  city  officers  or  at  any  time  after 
the  holding  of  such  city  election,  the  said  city  recorder  may 
be  elected  at  a  special  election  held  for  that  purpose,  thirty 
days’  notice  ©f  which  special  election  shall  be  given  by  the 
mayor :  Provided  also,  That  the  docket  of  such  city  recor¬ 
der,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term,  and  the  docket  of  any  city 
recorder  whose  term  of  office  has  heretofore  expired  by  legal 
enactment  or  otherwise,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  next 
holding  said  office  ;  and  the  person  to  whom  said  docket  shall 
be  delivered  shall  have  and  exercise  like  power  and  jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  relation  to  said  docket  as  was  vested  in  the  recorder 
to  whom  said  docket  originally  belonged. 

Section  2.  The  city  recorder  thus  elected  and  commissioned 
as  aforesaid  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  mayor 
of  such  city  in  enforcing  the  ordinances  of  such  city  and  the 
criminal  laws  of  the  state,  and  have  and  exercise  like  civil 
and  criminal  jurisdiction  as  justices  of  the  peace  of  this 
commonwealth  have  and  exercise,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
like  fees  with  a  like  right  of  appeal  or  certiorari  by  the  par¬ 
ties  aggrieved  from  any  judgment  of  said  recorder  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  said  city  is  situate. 

Section  3.  The  said  city  recorder  in  each  of  such  cities,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  the  second 
section  of  this  act,  shall  ha\He  jurisdiction  of  all  causes  of 
action  where  the  sum  demanded  is  not  above  four  hundred 
dollars,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  justices  of  the 
peace  and  aldermen  now  have  jurisdiction  in  cases  where  the 
sum  demanded  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  ;  and  the 
sheriff  or  any  constable  of  the  respective  counties  in  which 
said  city  is  situate  shall  serve  all  process  issued  by  such  re¬ 
corder  on  claims  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  on  all 
such  claims  the  said  recorder  and  sheriff  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  fees  that  are  allowed  in  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  similar  services,  and  all  process  issued  by  such  recorder 
on  claims  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  issued 
to  a  constable  of  such  city  or  county  :  Provided,  That  noth¬

Section  5.  That  all  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  such  re-  Fines  for  violating

corder,  and  all  moneys  that  shall  be  paid  to  or  received  by  long  to  city, 
him  as  such,  for  violating  the  ordinances  of  such  city,  ex¬ 
cepting  his  lawful  fees,  shall  belong  to  said  city  ;  and  the 
said  recorder  shall  report  to  the  city  councils,  at  their  first 
regular  meeting  in  each  month  during  the  term  of  his  office, 
the  number  and  names  of  persons  against  whom  judgments 
shall  have  been  rendered  ;  and  all  moneys  collected  by  him  To  mate  monthly 
on  such  hues  and  penalties,  or  otherwise,  tor  violations  ot  meats, 
ordinances,  he  shall  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer  monthly. 

Section  6.  That  such  recorder  shall  have  power  to  take  Authorized  to  take 
acknowledgments  of  every  kind  and  species  of  instrument  0f  a~kuo"ledsmeut>- 
writing,  with  the  same  effect  and  for  the  same  purposes  that 
alderman  or  justices  of  the  peace  may  do  like  acts,  and  such 
recorder  may  do  and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  that 
aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace  are  now  authorized  by 
law  to  do  and  perform. 

Section  7.  That  upon  all  judgments  obtained  before  such  Stay  of  execution 
recorder  the  defendant  shall  be  entitled  to  same  stay  of  exe-  SfiuS?ment80b" 
cution  that  he  would  be  entitled  to  in  the  court  of  common 
pleas  or  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  on  a  judgment  for  a  like 
amount.

The  party  in  whose  favor  a  judgment  is  en¬ 
tered  before  said  recorder,  may  at  any  time  remove  the  same 
by  a  transcript  duly  certified  into  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  county  wherein  such  city  is  situate,  which  transcript 
when  entered  in  such  court  shall  become  a  lien  and  have  like 
force  and  effect  as  other  judgments  entered  in  said  court,  and 
thereafter  all  process  of  execution  or  revival  on  said  judg¬ 
ment  shall  be  issued  by,  from  and  out  of  the  said  court  of 
common  pleas. 

Section  13.  Before  any  person  elected  to  the  office  of  re¬ 
corder  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  of¬ 
fice,  such  person  shall  give  bond,  with  two  sureties,  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  in  the  name  of  the  common¬

ont  and  repeal  the  words  “the  jurisdiction  hereby  ceded  shall

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  the  governor  to  appoint  a  commissioner  to  take  charge 
of  that  part  of  the  National  road  lying  between  the  Monongahela 
river  westward  and  the  line  of  the  state  of  West  Virginia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.}  That  the  governor  shall  be 
authorized  to  appoint  a  commissioner,  who  shall  have  charge 
of  that  portion  of  the  National  road  lying  between  the  Mon¬ 
ongahela  river  westward  and  the  line  of  the  state  of  West 
Virginia,  who  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the 
termination  of  the  time  for  which  the  present  commissioner 
or  superintendent  is  appointed,  and  be  subject  to  the  laws 
now  in  force  for  the  control  and  management  of  said  road, 
and  for  his  services  in  performing  the  duties  that  are  required 
in  keeping  the  said  road  in  good  repair,  he  shall  receive  three 
dollars  per  day  for  every  day  actually  employed,  out  of  the 
moneys  received  for  tolls  on  same  :  Provided,  That  in  no 
case  shall  his  compensation  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  ;  and  he  shall  be  required  to  present  an  account  an¬ 
nually,  verified  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  auditors  of  Wash¬ 
ington  county,  who  shall  examine  and  audit  the  same,  and 
publish  the  result  in  at  least  ope  newspaper  in  said  county, 
the  cost  of  such  publication  to  be  paid  by  said  commissioner 
cut  of  any  moneys  collected  as  tolls.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  “An  Act  supplementary  to  an  act  relative  to 
burial  grounds  and  cemeteries  situated  in  incorporated  boroughs, 
approved  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  seven¬ 
ty-four,  changing  the  title  of  said  act  and  authorizing  the  court  to 
make  orders  and  decrees  required  by  the  act,  and  to  enforce  the 
same  by  process, ”  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-six,  further  empowering  courts  to  direct  re¬ 
moval  of  remains  in  boroughs  and  cities,  from  burial  grounds 
where  interments  have  ceased  and  such  remains  interfere  with  re¬ 
ligious  buildings  or  trusts. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  when,  by  the  growth 
of  cities  and  the  opening  of  incorporated  cemeteries  in  the 
vicinity  thereof,  or  from  other  causes,  any  burial  ground  be¬ 
longing  to  or  in  charge  of  any  religious  society  or  church, 
directly  or  through  trustees  therefor,  has  ceased  to  be  used 
for  interments,  the  courts  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  commonwealth,  upon  petition  of  the  man¬ 
agers,  officers  or  trustees  of  such  society  or  church,  setting 
forth  that  the  erection,  extension  or  improvement  of  build¬ 
ings  for  religious  purposes  of  such  society  or  church  are 
hampered  and  interfered  with,  and  the  welfare  of  such  re¬ 
ligious  society  or  church  is  injured  to  the  detriment  thereof 
and  of  the  public  good,  and  after  four  weeks’  advertisement 
of  hearing  in  open  court  for  the  purpose,  may,  after  a  full 
hearing  of  the  parties  therein,  proofs  and  allegations,  author¬ 
ize  and  direct  the  removal  of  the  remains  of  the  dead  from 
so  much  of  such  burial  ground  as  may  be  needed  for  build¬ 
ings  for  religious  purposes  only  by  the  managers,  officers  or 
trustees  of  such  society  or  church  :  Provided ,  That  no  such 
application  shall  be  made  by  the  managers,  officers  or  trustees 
of  such  society  or  church,  except  in  pursuance  of  the  wishes 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  such  society  or  church,  ex¬ 
pressed  at  a  church  election  held  for  that  purpose  after  two 
weeks’  public  notice. 

Section  2.  Such  removal  to  be  made  by  such  managers, 
officerg  or  trustees  of  such  society  or  church  in  careful  man¬ 
ner,  at  their  own  expense,  to  other  parts  of  the  same  burial 
ground,  or  if  desired  by  the  relatives  or  friends  of  such  dead, 
to  some  other  properly  regulated  burial  ground  or  cemetery 
in  the  vicinity  ;  and  said  courts  may  enforce  by  proper  pro¬ 
cess  orders  and  decrees  made  under  this  act  :  Provided  how * 
ever,  That  before  removing  any  of  said  bodies,  said  man¬ 
agers,  officers  or  trustees  shall  publish  for  four  consecutive 
weeks  in  two  newspapers  of  such  city  a  notice  declaring 
their  intention  to  remove  said  remains  in  pursuance  of  this 
act :  And  provided  further,  That  relatives  or  friends  of  such 
dead  shall  have  the  right  to  so  remove  said  remains  at 
any  time  during  said  proceedings,  before  actual  removal  by 
such  managers,  officers  or  trustees,  said  court  to  have  au-4 
thority  to  allow  a  reasonable  compensation  to  said  lelatives 
for  the  expense  of  said  removal  or  removals.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  through  the  courts  of  this  commonwealth  for  the  erection 
of  boroughs  out  of  territory  now  included  in  cities  of  the  third  class 
that  have  been  formed  by  joining  together  two  or  more  boroughs. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  all  cases  where  cities 
of  the  third  class  have  been  formed  by  joining  together  two 
or  more  boroughs,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  courts  of  com¬ 
mon  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  upon  the  petition  of  not  less 
than  one-third  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  territory  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  erected  into  such  borough  formerly  comprised 
within  the  limits  of  either  borough,  setting  forth  that  the 
inhabitants  of  said  territory  wish  to  separate  from  the  city 
of  which  they  form  a  part  and  to  establish  therein  a  borough 
organization,  to  appoint  three  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  investigate  the  facts  set  forth  in  such  petition  and 
to  report  to  the  said  court  as  to  the  expediency  or  inexpedi¬ 
ency  of  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 

Section  2.  If  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  petition  are  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  commissioners  and  their  report  shall  be  in  favor 
of  setting  off  such  territory  named  therein  from  the  city, 
they  shall  accompany  their  report  with  a  survey  and  map  of 
such  territory  formerly  comprising  said  borough,  or  any  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  described  in  said  petition,  and  the 
court  shall  thereupon  order  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  next 
appointed  day  for  holding  a  state  or  city  election,  at  which 
time  the  legal  voters  within  said  territory  shall  vote  for  or 
against  such  separation ;  and  if  a  majority  of  votes  cast  at 
such  election  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  separation,  then  the 
court  shall  make  a  decree  declaring  such  territory  a  borough, 
and  appoint  one  person  qualified  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the 
senate  of  this  commonwealth  to  be  the  burgess  of  said  bor¬ 
ough  and  five  persons  qualified  to  serve  as  members  of  the 
house  of  representatives  of  this  commonwealth  to  constitute 
the  borough  council  thereof,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  until  the  next  election  succeeding  their  appointment, 
and  until  their  successors  in  office  are  duly  qualified  ;  and 
from  the  date  of  such  decree  by  the  court  the  territory  so 
erected  into  a  borough  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  regulating  bor¬ 
oughs  therein,  and  shall  no  longer  be  subject  to  the  laws, 
rules  and  ordinances  of  such  city,  but  shall  be  separate  and 
independent  therefrom. 

Section  3.  Immediately  after  a  decree  of  the  court  estab¬ 
lishing  a  borough  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  an  auditor  shall 
be  appointed  by  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire 
into  and  ascertain  as  nearly  as  ppssibe  the  entire  indebted¬ 
ness  existing  and  owing  on  the  part  of  such  city  from  which 
territory  has  been  set  off  and  erected  into  a  borough  ;  he  shall 
likewise  take  into  account  and  embrace  in  a  report  to  be  made 
by  him  to  the  said  court,  the  cost  of  the  public  buildings  and 
all  other  property  owned  in  whole  or  in  part  by  such  city, 
purchased  at  the  general  expense  of  the  same,  and  show 
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Bonds  to  be  issued 
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taxes  levied  prior 
to  establishment  of 
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therein  how  much  of  said  indebtedness  would  be  the  propor¬ 
tionate  share  of  such  debt,  properly  and  justly  chargeable  to 
the  inhabitants  and  property  embraced  in  the  territory  so 
set  off  from  such  city  after  reasonable  and  proper  allowance 
for  a  proportionate  credit  for  the  value  of  the  property  owned 
and  purchased  by  said  city  prior  to  the  establishment  of  a 
borough  in  pursuance  cf  this  act. 

Section  4.  Should  there  be  any  indebtedness  remaining 
which  would  be  justly  chargeable  to  the  borough  erected  out 
of  territory  formerly  a  part  of  any  city  of  the  third  class,  as 
provided  in  this  act,  then  the  authorities  of  such  borough  are 
hereby  required  to  issue  and  deliver  to  the  proper  authorities 
of  such  city  interest  bearing  bonds,  payable  on  the  part  of 
said  borough  only  in  liquidation  of  so  much  as  may  be  the 
ascertained  proportionate  share  of  such  debt  as  was  owing 
on  the  part  of  such  city  at  the  time  of  the  court’s  decree  de¬ 
claring  a  borough  as  herein  provided. 

Section  5.  And  it  is  further  provided  that  in  all  cases  where 
ah  assessment  has  been  made  and  tax  duplicates  issued  and  in 
the  hands  of  persons  authorized  to  collect  taxes  levied  prior  to 
the  establishment  of  a  borough  as  provided  in  this  act,  then 
such  an  adjustment  shall  be  maje  by  the  authorities  ruling 
in  such  city  and  borough  as  will  secure  to  said  borough  a 
just  and  equitable  proportion  of  the  taxes  collected  within 
the  limits  thereof  for  the  current  year  immediately  preceding 
such  organization  of  a  borough  government ;  and  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent  the 
proper  authorities  of  such  city  collecting  taxes  upon  tax 
duplicates  that  were  issued  and  in  the  hands  of  fax  receivers 
or  collectors  at  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  a  borough 
in  pursuance  of  this  act.

cross  pieces  of  the  carriage,  and  no  single  link  chain  shall 

be  used  for  lowering  or  raising  persons  into  or  out  of  said 

mine,  and  not  more  than  six  persons  shall  be  lowered  or 
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hoisted  by  the  machinery  at  any  one  time  ;  and  only  sober,, 
competent  and  experienced  engineers  shall  be  employed. 

Section  3.  When  a  second  opening  is  made,  one  opening 
shall  be  set  apart  exclusively  for  purposes  of  ingress  and 
egress,  and  shall  not  be  clogged  or  obstructed  with  machinery, 
pumps,  or  currents  of  heated  air  or  steam  ;  if  the  opening  is 
a  shaft  it  shall  be  fitted  with  safe  and  convenient  stairs,  at 
an  angle  of  not  more  than  sixty  degrees  descent,  and  with 
landings  at  easy  and  convenient  distances  ;  all  water  coming 
from  the  surface  or  out  of  the  strata  in  the  shaft,  shall  be 
conducted  by  rings  or  otherwise  to  be  prevented  from  falling 
down  the  shaft  so  as  to  wet  persons  who  are  ascending  and 
descending  the  stairway  of  the  shaft ;  if  the  opening  in  a 
slope,  it  shall  be  provided  with  safe  and  available  traveling 
ways. 

Section  4.  The  owner  or  agent  of  every  bituminous  coal 
mine,  whether  shaft,  slope  or  drift,  shall,  within  six  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  provide,  and  thereafter  main¬ 
tain,  for  every  such  mine,  ample  means  of  ventilation,  afford¬ 
ing  one  hundred  cubic  feet  per  minute,  for  each  and  every 
person  employed  in  said  mine,  which  shall  be  circulated 
around  the  main  headings  and  cross  headings  to  an  extent 
that  will  dilute,  carry  off  and  render  harmless  the  noxious 
gases  generated  therein  ;  and  all  mines  generating  fire-damp 
shall  be  kept  free  of  standing  gas,  and  every  working  place 
shall  be  carefully  examined  every  morning  with  a  safety 
lamp  by  a  competent  person  before  any  workmen  are  allowed, 
to  enter. 

Section  5.  In  order  to  better  secure  the  proper  ventilation 
of  every  coal  mine  and  promote  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
persons  employed  therein,  the  owner  or  agent  shall  employ  a 
competent  and  practical  inside  overseer  to  be  called  mining 
boss,  who  shall  keep  a  careful  watch  over  the  ventilating  ap¬ 
paratus,  the  air-ways,  traveling-ways,  pumps  and  pump  tim¬ 
bers,  and  drainage,  and  shall  see  that  as  the  miners  advance 
their  excavations,  all  loose  coal,  slate  and  rock  overhead  are 
carefully  secured  against  falling  in  or  upon  the  traveling- 
ways,  and  that  sufficient  timber  is  furnished  of  suitable  lengths 
and  sizes  for  the  places  where  they  are  to  be  used,  and  placed 
in  the  working  places  of  the  miners  ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  mining  boss  to  measure  the  air  current,  at  least 
once  a  week,  at  the  inlet  and  outlet,  and  at  or  near  the  face 
of  the  headings,  and  keep  a  record  of  such  measurements, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  inspector  of  his  district  once  ill 
every  month;  the  safety  lamps  usedfor  examining  mines 
or  which  may  be  used  in  working  therein,  shall  be  furnished 
by  and  be  the  property  of  the  owner  of  said  mines,  and  shall 
be  in  the  charge  of  the  agent  of  such  mine  ;  and  in  all  mines 
generating  explosive  gases,  the  doors  used  in  assisting  or 
directing  the  ventilation  of  the  mine  shall  be  so  hung  and 
adjusted  that  they  will  close  themselves,  or  be  supplied  with, 
springs  or  pulleys  so  they  cannot  be  left  standing  open  ;  and 
bore-holes  shall  be  kept  not  less  than  twelve  feet  in  advance 
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proximity  to  an  abandoned  mine  or  part  of  a  mine  suspected 
of  containing-  inflammable  gases,  or  which  is  inundated  with 
water. 

Section  6.  Any  miners,  workmen  or  other  person,  who  punishment  for 
shall  intentionally  injure  auy  shaft,  lamp,  instrument,  air-  “oSme^ U&e! by 
course  or  brattice,  or  obstruct  or  throw  open  air-ways,  or 
carry  lighted  pipes  or  matches  into  places  that  are  worked 
by  safety  lamps,  or  handle  or  disturb  any  part  of  the  ma¬ 
chinery,  or  open  a  door  and  not  close  it  again,  or  enter  any 
place  of  the  mine  against  caution,  or  disobey  any  order  giveo 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  do  any  other 
act  whereby  the  lives  or  the  health  of  persons,  or  the  se¬ 
curity  of  the  mines  or  the  machinery,  is  endangered,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  be  punished 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  sixteenth  section  of  this  act ; 
all  machinery  about  mines  shall  be  properly  fenced  off,  and  shafts^&o.’,  toSe01 
the  top  of  each  shaft  and  the  entrance  of  every  abandoned  fenceaoS- 
slope  and  air  or  other  shaft  shall  be  securely  fenced  off;  and 
there  shall  be  cut  in  the  side  of  every  hoisting  shaft,  at  the  cu?JnsfiSsofiSs^ 
bottom  thereof,  a  traveling  way  sufficiently  high  and  wide  ing  shafts, 
to  enable  persons  to  pass  the  shaft  in  going  from  one  side  of 
the  mine  to  the  other  without  passing  over  or  under  the  cage 
or  other  hoisting  apparatus 

Section  7.  If  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  is  or  shall  proceediIUrS  for 
hereafter  be  seized  in  his  or  their  own  right  of  coal  lands,  ad^oSfng^andf.8011 
and  it  shall  not  be  practicable  to  comply  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  this  act  in  regard  to  drainage  and  ventilation,  by 
means  of  openings  on  his  or  their  own  land,  and  the  same 
can  be  done  by  means  of  openings  on  adjacent  lands,  he  or 
they  may  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  the  proper  county,  after  ten  days’  notice  to  the  owner  or 
owners,  their  agent  or  attorney,  setting  forth  the  facts  under 
oath  or  affirmation,  particularly  describing  the  place  or  places 
where  such  opening  or  openings  can  be  made,  and  that  he 
or  they  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land 
as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  privilege  of  making  such 
opening  or  openings  ;  hereupon  the  said  court  shall  appoint  Appointment  of 
three  disinterested  and  competent  citizens  of  the  county  to  Yiewers- 
view  the  grounds  designated,  and  lay  out  from  the  point  or 
points  mentioned  in  such  petition  a  passage  or  passages  for 
air  and  water,  not  more  than  sixteen  feet  in  diameter,  by  the 
shortest  and  most  convenient  route  to  the  coal  of  such  per¬ 
son,  firm  or  corporation,  preferring  in  all  cases  an  opening 
•  through  the  coal  strata  where  the  same  is  practicable  ;  the 
said  viewers  shall  at  the  same  time  assess  the  damages  to  be 
paid  by  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  to  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  land  for  the  privilege  of  making  said  openings,  which 
damages  shall  be  fully  paid  before  such  opening  is  made  ;  it  Their  duties. 

I  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  viewers  to  give  notice  by  at  least 
three  written  or  printed  handbills,  posted  on  the  premises  at 
least  five  days  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  to  attend  to  the 
duties  of  their  appointment,  setting  forth  distinctly  the  time, 
place  and  object  of  their  meeting,  and  also  to  give  personal 
notice  to  the  parties,  their  agents  and  attorneys,  where  it 
can  be  done,  and  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  their  ap- 
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pointment,  make  report  of  their  proceedings  to  said  court, 
stating  the  amount  of  damages  awarded,  accompanied  by  a 
map  or  plan  of  said  openings ;  and  if  no  appeal  be  taken  to 
said  court  within  ten  days  after  notice  to  the  opposite  party 
in  interest  of  the  filing  thereof,  it  shall  be  marked  confirmed 
by  the  clerk,  and  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  may  proceed 
to  make  said  opening  or  openings  ;  the  pay  of  the  viewers 
and  other  costs  shall  be  the  same  as  in  road  cases,  and  shall 
be  paid  by  the  petitioner  or  petitioners. 

Section  8.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  persons  exercising  the  office  of  president  judge  of 
each  of  the  several  courts  of  common  pleas  in  the  Fifth.  Tenth 
and  Fourth  judicial  districts,  shall  appoint  one  reputable  miner 
of  known  experience  and  in  practice  at  the  time,  (in  the  Fifth 
district  the  president  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
number  one  shall  make  said  appointment,)  and  the  governor 
shall  appoint  two  mining  engineers  of  like  repute  and  ex¬ 
perience  and  practice  at  the  time,  who  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  five  examiners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  the 
character  and  qualifications  of  candidates  for  the  office  of  in¬ 
spector  of  mines  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  the  exam¬ 
iners  first  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  section  shall  meet 
in  the  city  of  Pittsburg  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  next, 
and  after  being  duly  organized,  having  taken  and  subscribed 
before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  the  same  the  fol¬ 
lowing  oath,  namely:  “We  the  undersigned  do  solemnly 
swear  (or.  affirm)  that  we  will  perform  the  duties  of  examin¬ 
ers  of  applicants  for  appointment  as  inspectors  of  bituminous 
coal  mines  to  the  best  of  our  abilities,  and  that  in  recommend¬ 
ing  or  rejecting  said  applicants  we  will  be  governed  by  the 
evidence  of  qualifications  to  fill  the  position  under  the  law 
creating  the  same,  and  not  by  any  consideration  of  political 
or  other  personal  favors  ;  that  we  will  certify  all  whom  we 
may  find  qualified  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  act,  and  none  others,  to  the  best  of  our  judgments/7 
shall  proceed  to  the  examination  of  those  who  may  present 
themselves  as  candidates  for  said  office ;  and  they  shall  cer¬ 
tify  to  the  governor  the  names  of  all  such  applicants  as  they 
shall  find  competent  to  fill  the  office  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  which  names,  with  the  certificate  and  the  oath  of 
the  examiners,  shall  be  mailed  to  the  secretary  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth  to  be  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  be  valid  when 
recommended  by  four  of  the  examining  board  ;  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  candidates  for  said  office  of  inspector  of  mines  to  be 
inquired  into  and  certified  by  said  examiners,  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows,  namely  :  They  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
of  temperate  habits,  of  good  repute  as  men  of  personal  in¬ 
tegrity,  shall  have  obtained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  shall 
have  had  at  least  five  years7  experience  in  the  workings  of  the 
bituminous  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania,  and  upon  the  exami¬ 
nation  they  shall  give  evidence  of  such  theoretical  as  well  as 
practical  knowledge  of  the  working  of  coal  mines  and  nox¬ 
ious  gases  as  will  satisfy  the  examiners  of  their  capability 
and  fitness  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon 
inspectors  of  mines  by  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  the  board 
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of  examiners  shall  also  at  their  said  meeting  divide  the  bitu¬ 
minous  coal  counties  of  the  state  into  three  inspection  dis¬ 
tricts,  as  nearly  equal  in  regard  to  the  labor  to  be  performed 
as  is  possible,  taking  into  consideration  the  number  of  mines 
and  the  extent  of  territory  ;  at  every  subsequent  calling  of 
the  board  of  examiners  this  division  may  be  revised  as  ex¬ 
perience  may  prove  to  be  advisable  ;  the  board  of  examiners 
■  shall  each  receive  five  dollars  per  day  and  all  necessary  ex¬ 
penses,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury  upon  the  filingof  the 
certificates  of  the  examining  board  in  the  office  of  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  commonwealth,  as  hereinbefore  provided  ;  the 
governor  shall,  from  the  names  so  certified,  appoint  one  per¬ 
son  to  be  inspector  of  mines  for  each  district  as  fixed  by  the 
examiners  in  pursuance  of  the  act,  whose  commission  shall 
be  for  four  }7ears,  to  be  computed  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
May  next ;  as  often  as  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation 
or  otherwise,  in  said  offices  of  inspectors  of  mines,  the  gov¬ 
ernor  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired 
term  from  the  names  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
the  commonwealth,  until  the  number  shall  be  exhausted,  and 
whenever  this  shall  occur  the  governor  shall  cause  the  afore¬ 
said  board  of  examiners  to  meet,  who  shall  examine  persons 
that  may  present  themselves  for  the  vacant  office  of  inspector 
!q  the  same  manner  as  herein  provided,  and  the  board  of  ex¬ 
aminers  shall  certify  to  the  governor  one  person,  to  be  com¬ 
missioned  by  him  for  the  office  of  inspector  for  the  unexpired 
term;  and  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  examining 
board  shall  be  filled  in  the  district  where  the  vacancy  oc¬ 
curred  ;  and  every  four  years  the  governor  shall  appoint  two 
mining  engineers  as  before,  and  shall  notify  the  persons  ex¬ 
ercising  the  office  of  president  judge  of  the  courts  of  common 
pleas  of  three  of  the  judicial  districts  of  the  state  containing 
bituminous  coal  mines,  selecting  them  in  such  order  as  to 
allow  each  district  an  equal  share  of  such  appointments,  each 
to  appoint  one  miner,  and  the  five  so  appointed  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  new  board  of  examiners,  whose  duties,  term  of  service 
and  compensation,  and  vacancies  that  may  happen,  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  first  provided  for  by  this  section  ;  and  from 
the  names  that  may  be  certified  by  them,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  the  inspectors  provided  for  in  this  act;  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  re-appointment  of 
any  inspector  of  bituminous  mines;  the  inspectors  of  mines 
shall  each  receive  for  their  services  an  annual  salary  of  two 
’th  .i*aud  dollars,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  state  treasurer, 
and  they  shall  each  reside  in  the  district  for  which  they  shall 
be  appointed  ;  each  inspector  is  hereby  authorized  to  procure 
such  instrument  and  chemical  tests,  and  stationer}7,  from 
time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  proper  discharge  of 
his  duties  under  this  act,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  which 
shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  upon  accounts  duly  cer¬ 
tified  by  him  and  audited  by  the  proper  department  of  the 
state.  All  instruments,  plans,  book  memoranda,  notes,  et  Plans,  &c.^  to  be 
cetera,  pertaining  to  the  office,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  Sors? 
state,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  their  successors  in  office. 
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Section  9.  Each  inspector  of  bituminous  coal  mines  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  give  bond 
in  the  sum  of  live  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  president  judge  of  the  district  in  which  he  re¬ 
sides,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and 
take  an  oath  (or  affirmation)  to  dischaige  his  duties  impar¬ 
tially  and  with  fidelity  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
ability. 

Section  10.  No  person  who  shall  act  as  a  manager  or  agent 
of  any  coal  mine  or  as  a  mining  engineer,  or  to  be  interested 
in  operating  any  coal  mine,  shall  at  the  same  time  act  as  an 
inspector  of  coal  mines  under  this  act. 

Section  11.  For  any  injury  to  person  or  property  occasioned 
by  any  violation  of  this  act,  or  any  wilful  failure  to  comply  with 
its  provisions  by  any  owner,  lessee  or  operator  of  any  coal 
mine  or  opening,  a  right  of  action  against  the  party  at  fault 
shall  accrue  to  the  party  injured  for  the  direct  damage  sus¬ 
tained  thereby  ;  and  in  any  case  of  loss  of  life  by  reason  of 
such  violation  or  wilful  failure,  a  right  of  action  against  the 
party  at  fault  shall  accrue  to  the  widow  and  lineal  heirs  of 
the  person  whose  life  shall  be  lost,  for  like  recovery  of  dam¬ 
ages  for  the  injury  lliey  shall  have  sustained. 

Section  12.  The  inspectors  of  bituminous  coal  mines  shall 
each  devote  the  whole  ol  his  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office; 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  the  mines  in  his  district  as 
often  as  possible  to  see  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
observed  and  strictlv  carried  out;  and  he  shall  make  a  rec- 
ord  of  all  examinations  of  miues,  showing  the  condition  in 
which  he  finds  them,  the  number  of  mines  in  his  district,  the 
number  of  persons  employed  in  and  about  each  mine,  the  ex¬ 
tent  to  which  the  law  is  obeyed,  the  progress  made  in  the 
improvement  sought  to  be  secured  by  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  number  of  accidents  and  deaths  resulting  from  inju¬ 
ries  received  in  the  mines,  and  all  other  facts  of  public  in¬ 
terest  concerning  the  condition  and  progress  of  mining  in  his 
district,  which  record  shall  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month,  together  with  all  matters  and  things  furnished 
him  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  internal  affairs,  to  be  by  him 
recorded  and  included  in  the  annual  report  of  his  department ; 
he  shall  also  from  the  time  of  his  commission  make  strict  and 
careful  inquiry  and  examination  into  the  condition  of  the  ven¬ 
tilation  and  drainage  of  the  mines. 

Section  13.  That  the  inspectors  may  be  enabled  to  perform 
the  duties  herein  imposed  upon  them,  they  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  enter  any  bituminous  coal  mine  to  make 
examination  or  obtain  information ;  they  shall  notify  the 
owners,  lessees  or  agents  immediately  of  the  discovery  of 
any  violations  of  this  act  and  of  the  penalty  imposed  thereby 
for  such  violation,  and  in  case  of  such  notice  being  disregar¬ 
ded  for  the  space  of  ten  days  they  shall  institute  a  prosecu¬ 
tion  against  the  owner,  owners,  agent  or  lessee  of  the  mine, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen  of  this  act;  in  any 
case  however  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  of 
either  district,  delay  may  jeopardize  life  or  limb,  he  shall 
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at  once  notify  the  inspectors  of  the  other  districts,  where- ah  the  inspectors 

upon  they  shall  at  once  proceed  to  the  mine  or  colliery  where  in  certain  casSme

hery  until  all  cause  of  danger  is  removed  ;  and  the  costs  of  working  of  mine, 
said  proceedings,  including  the  charges  of  attorney  prosecu¬ 
ting  said  application,  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  of  the  mine 
or  colliery :  Provided,  That  no  fee  exceeding  the  sum  of Costs- 
twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  taxed  in  any  one  case  for  the 
attorney  prosecuting  such  case  :  Provided  further 3  That  if 
said  court  shall  find  the  cause  not  sufficient,  then  the  case 
shall  be  dismissed,  and  the  cost  shall  be  borne  by  the  inspec¬ 
tor  instituting  the  proceeding  or  the  county,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Section  14.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  any  explosion  or  Report  to  be  made 
other  accident  in  any  bituminous  coal  mine  or  the  machinery  o£  accidents- 
connected  therewith,  loss  of  life  or  serious  personal  injury 
shall  occur,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  having  charge 
of  such  mine  or  colliery  to  give  notice  thereof  forthwith  to 
the  inspector  of  the  district,  and  if  any  person  is  killed 
thereby  to  the  coroner  of  the  county,  who  shall  give  due  Noticetocoroliei'- 
notice  of  the  inquest  to  be  held  ;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Duties  of  inspec- 
inspector  upon  being  notified  as  herein  provided,  to  immedi- tors- 
ately  repair  to  the  scene  of  the  accident  and  make  such  sug¬ 
gestions  as  may  appear  necessary  to  secure  the  future  safety 
of  the  men  ;  and  if  the  results  of  the  explosion  do  not  re¬ 
quire  an  investigation  by  the  coroner  he  shall  proceed  to  in¬ 
vestigate  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  explosion  or  accident, 
and  make  a  record  thereof,  which  he  shall  file  as  provided  for  ; 
and  to  enable  him  to  make  the  investigation,  he  shall  have 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  persons  to  testify,  and  to 
administer  oaths  or  affirmations;  the  cost  of  such  investiga-  costs  of  investiga¬ 
tion  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  in  which  the  accident  occur-  ticms- 
red,  in  the  same  manner  as  costs  of  inquests  held  by  the  coro¬ 
ners  or  justices  of  the  peace  are  paid. 

Section  15.  The  court  of  common  pleas  of  any  county  in  Insrectors t0 be 
the  proper  district,  upon  a  petition  signed  by  not  less  than  liable  to  removal, 
fifteen  reputable  citizens,  not  less  than  five  of  whom  shall  be 
miners,  owners  or  lessees  of  mines,  and  with  the  affidavit  of 
one  or  n^ore  of  said  petitioners  attached,  setting  forth  that 
any  inspector  of  mines  neglects  his  duties  or  is  incompetent, 
or  that  he  is  guilty  of  a  malfeasance  in  office,  shall  issue  a 
citation  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  to  the  said  inspec¬ 
tor  to  appear,  on  not  less  than  fifteen  days’  notice,  upon  a 
day  fixed  before  said  court,  at  which  time  the  court  shall  pro¬ 
ceed  to  inquire  into  and  investigate  the  allegations  of  the 
petitioners ;  if  the  court  find  that  the  said  inspector  is  ne¬ 
glectful  of  his  duties  or  is  incompetent  to  perform  the  duties 
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of  bis  office,  or  that  he  is  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office,  the 
court  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  governor,  who  shall  de¬ 
clare  the  office  of  said  inspector  vacant,  and  proceed  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  supply  the  vacancy  ; 
the  costs  of  said  investigation  shall,  if  the  charges  are  sus¬ 
tained,  be  imposed  upon  the  inspector,  but  if  the  charges  are 
not  sustained  they  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  petitioners. 

Section  16.  The  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  the  duties 
required  to  be  performed  by  any  section  of  this  act  by  the 
parties  therein  required  to  perform  them,  or  the  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  or  requirements  hereof,  shall  be  deemed 
a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by 
fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  nor  n®t  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  and  all 
penalties  recovered  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  treas¬ 
ury  of  the  state. 

.  Section  17.  The  inspectors  shall  exercise  a  sound  discre¬ 
tion  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and 
should  the  operator  or  owner  be  dissatisfied  with  any  decision 
at  which  the  inspector  may  arrive,  it  shall  and  may  be  law¬ 
ful  for  such  operator  or  owner  to  apply  by  petition  to  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  wherein  such  mine 
is  located,  and  said  court  shall  thereupon  appoint  three  re¬ 
putable  competent  and  disinterested  persons,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  forthwith  examine  such  mines,  and  hear  the  proofs 
and  allegations  of  the  inspectors  and  operator  or  owner,  and 
make  such  report  under  oath  to  court  of  the  facts  as  they  ^ex¬ 
ist,  together  with  their  opinion  thereon;  and  if  said  report 
sustains  the  decisions  of  the  inspector,  then  the  party  making' 
application  to  court  shall  pay  the  costs  of  such  proceeding, 
and  if  the  report  is  against  such  decision  then  the  inspector 
shall  pay  the  costs,  unless  the  court  order  otherwise  ;  the 
report  ol  the  said  board  shall  become  absolute  unless  excep¬ 
tions  thereto  shall  be  filed  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  the 
filing  thereof  to  the  owner,  operator  or  inspector,  and  if  ex¬ 
ceptions  are  filed  the  court  shall  hear  and  determine  the 
same,  and  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

Section  18.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  mine  where  ten  men  or  a  less  number  are  employed,  or 
to  any  mine  which  does  not  generate  fire-damp,  black-damp, 
or  other  dangerous  or  noxious  gases. 

Section  19.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  acy 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Making  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  House  of  Refuge  in 

Philadelphia. 

'Section  1.  Be  it  enacted ,  dec.,  That  the  sum  of  forty-five 
thousand  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  specifically  ap- 
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propriated  to  the  House  of  Refuge  in  Philadelphia  for  the 
support  of  the  institution,  for  the  year  commencing  on  the 
first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
seventy-seven,  the  above  appropriation  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  quarterly, 
on  the  fifteenth  days  of  July  and  October,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  seventy-seven,  and  on  the  fifteenth 
days  of  January  and  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-eight.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  adjutant  general  to  allow  the  Dauphin  County 
Soldiers’  Monument  Association  and  the  Soldiers’  Monument  As¬ 
sociation  of  Susquehanna  County  the  use  of  certain  dismounted 
ordnance.

AN  ACT 

Making  an  appropriation  to  the  Eastern  penitentiary  for  the  salaries 
of  officers,  repairs,  books  and  stationery  for  library,  and  gratuities 
to  discharged  prisoners. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted ,  (Be.,  That  the  following  sums  be 
and  the  same  are  specifically  appropriated  to  the  Eastern 
penitentiary,  for  the  year,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  as  follows  :  That  is  to  say,  for 
salaries  of  officers  twenty-nine  thousand  six  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  ;  for  repairs  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ;  for  books  and  stationery  for  library  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  ;  for  each  discharged  convict  from  the  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  or  whose  residence  is  within  fifty  miles  thereof,  the  sum 
of  five  dollars,  and  for  each  discharged  convict  whose  resi¬ 
dence  is  over  fifty  miles  from  the  penitentiary  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars;  and  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  said  peniten¬ 
tiary  from  the  peril  of  an  epidemic  or  contagious  disease

For  the  purpose  of  aiding  deserving  soldiers’  orphans  who 
leave  the  schools  at  sixteen  years  of  age  to  fit  themselves  for 
teachers  at  the  state  normal  school,  seven  thousand  dollars* 
to  be  paid  exclusively  to  females. 
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For  the  education  and  maintenance,  including  clothing,  of 
each  orphan  or  destitute  child  of  permanently  disabled  sol¬ 
dier  or  sailor  of  less  than  ten  years  of  age  admitted  into  such 
orphan  homes  or  institutions  as  have  received  appropriations 
from  the  state,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  education  and  maintenance,  including  clothing,  of 
each  orphan  or  destitute  child  of  permanently  disabled  soldier 
or  sailor  of  less  than  ten  years  of  age  admitted  into  such  or¬ 
phan  homes  or  institutions  as  have  received  no  appropriations 
from  the  state,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  education  and  maintenance  including  clothing  of 
each  orphan  or  destitute  child  of  permanently  disabled  soldier 
or  sailor  above  the  age  of  ten  years  admitted  into  such  insti¬ 
tutions  as  may  be  selected  for  them  by  the  proper  authorities 
and  which  have  received  no  appropriations  from  the  state, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary  ;  the  gross  amount  appropriated  for  all 
purposes  connected  with  the  soldiers’  orphan  schools  not  to 
exceed  ninety  thousand  dollars  for  each  quarter  in  addition 
to  any  surplus  that  may  accrue  from  the  appropriation  for 
the  school  year  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  such  moneys  not  otherwise

other  purposes,”  approved  the  second  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  the  president  of  the 
United  States  is  authorized  to  invite  each  and  all  of  the  states 
to  provide  and  furnish  statues  in  marble  or  bronze,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  two  in  number  for  each  state,  of  deceased  persons, 
who  have  been  citizens  thereof  and  illustratious  for  their 
historic  renown,  or  from  distinguished  civil  or  military  ser¬ 
vices,  such  as  each  state  shall  determine  to  be  worthv  of  that 
national  commemoration,  and  when  so  furnished  the  same

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  governor  shall  ap¬ 
point  six  citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  commission  to  have  executed  in  marble  or  bronze  the 
statues  of  two  deceased  persons  who  have  been  citizens  of 
the  commonwealth,  illustrious  for  their  historic  renown,  or 
for  distinguished  civil  or  other  services,  previous  to  or  during 
the  revolution,  to  be  placed  in  that  part  of  the  national  gal¬ 
lery  reserved  for  this  state,  with  power  to  select  an  artist 
and  to  contract  for  the  execution  of  said  statues  at  a  price 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars.

I,  John  F.  Hartranft,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
have  caused  this  proclamation  to  issue,  and  in  compliance  with  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  article  IV,  section  15,  of  the  Constitution  thereof,  do  hereby  give 
notice,  that  I  have  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
with  my  objections  thereto,  the  following  bills  passed  by  both  houses  of  the 
General  Assembly,  viz  : 

Senate  Bill,  No.  80,  entitled  “An  Act  regulating  the  term  of  office  of 
members  of  the  board  of  town  councils  of  the  several  boroughs  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth.”  % 

House  Bill,  No.  185,  entitled  “An  Act  to  require  guardians  appointed 
by  the  courts  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  trusts.” 

Senate  Bill,  No.  246,  entitled  “A  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled  'A  fur¬ 
ther  supplement  to  an  act  providing  for  the  introduction  of  water  into  the 
borough  of  Lebanon,  approved  the  fifteenth  day  ef  April,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  approved  the  eighth  day  of  April,
